Even if all of the 
horses are lucky enough to make it 
through the entire race, many of them 
end up with injuries leading to their early 
retirement. I was especially disappointed 
in the decimation of this year’s outstand¬ 
ing crop of 3-year-olds. 

So I agree with you, Jay; the breeding 
of our horses cannot go on as it is cur¬ 
rently. And I agree that it has to go be¬ 
yond outcrossing to foreign Thorough¬ 
breds. I believe we have to open the stud 
book to some breeds, especially the 
Quarter Horse, that can bring some legs

Remarks 
from the 
gallery 

by Raleigh Burroughs 


T he year 1939 was a time when 
Maryland raeing fans began to re¬ 
alize that theirs was a genuine 
horse breeding state. That grand gentle¬ 
man Humphrey S. Finney had been ad¬ 
vertising it through The Maryland Horse , 
and vocally explaining it to anyone he 
could corner. And then there was Challe- 
don. 

The horse’s brilliance inspired Edgar 
Horn, editor of Turf and Sport Digest, to 
compose a song and his most hysterical 
rooter to write a poem. 

Maryland-bred Challedon won three 
futurities in his 2-year-old season, and 
showed an inclination to do his best run¬ 
ning in the late stages of his races. He be¬ 
gan his 3-year-old campaign at Havre de 
Grace by finishing third behind Gilded 
Knight and Impound, but coming 
strongly at the end. 

Then it was on to Kentucky for the 
Derby on May 6. In that race, Johnstown 
was the favorite at 6-10, and won by 
eight lengths with Challedon second. It 
was the beginning of a great rivalry. One 
week later, on May 13, the two met again 
with four others in the Preakness. Johns¬ 
town, coupled with Gilded Knight, was 
held at less than even money, but didn’t 
favor the muddy track. Challedon reveled 
in it and beat Gilded Knight to the wire 
by a little more than a length, with Johns¬ 
town ending up in fifth place. 

After that fine performance, Edgar 
Horn sang his song at a gathering of 
Maryland racing writers and their wives 
and others. To the tune of Maryland, My 
Maryland , he sang Challedon, My Challe¬ 
don. The lyrics explained that “Thy 
gleaming plates shall never rust, while 


making Johnstown take thy dust,” and on 
and on. 

Johnstown gained revenge in the 
Dwyer at Aqueduct on June 17. He led 
all the way. Challedon tried to go with 
him, but tired and finished third, beaten 
by a bunch of lengths. His Maryland 
rooters went along with owner/breeder 
W.L. Brann’s reasoning, which was that 
the wrong tactics had been used. John 
Hervey, noted horse columnist, said of 
Challedon’s rooters, “They say, ‘Wait un¬ 
til next time.’ Though defeated, they 
were not depressed. That next time was 
to be in the Classic at Arlington Park.” 
The announcement had been made that 
Johnstown would go in that race. 

Before that, Challedon lost the Kent 
because of the jockey’s poor judgment 
(somebody said), won the Yankee Handi¬ 
cap in track record time and lost the 
Massachusetts Handicap (somebody said) 
because of the weights. Anyway, he 
seemed ready when the Arlington Classic 
came up on July 22. Johnstown took the 
lead early, but tired and was passed by 
Challedon and Sun Lover. Challedon 
won by a neck. 

That was when Challedon’s most hys¬ 
terical rooter wrote his poem, borrowing 
a character from the late Mr. J.G. Whitti¬ 
er. I wish I could remember all the lines, 
but these few will give you an idea of 
what doggerel can be at its worst. 

Down through the town on Classic Day 
Barbara Fritchie made her way. 

She stopped at the comer of Patrick Street 
And bought a Form and an Armstrong 
Sheet 

She paused to say to a cityguy, 
a Tm betting on Challedon at Chi. ” 

“Girly,” he said, “Tour dumbness irks. 


My rolVs on John and Til shoot the works. ” 

“Shoot, if you must, the works,” she said, 

“But put it on Challedon instead. ” 

After his Arlington win, Challedon’s 
next outing was at Narragansett Park on 
August 26 in the Thornton Memorial. 
He was assigned 128 pounds, and lost to 
Porter’s Mite, to whom he conceded 12 
pounds. Brann kept trying, and had 
Challedon in the Narragansett Special on 
September 2. Getting ten pounds from 
*Kayak II, he won by three lengths. Mis¬ 
ter Brann was a real router. On Septem¬ 
ber 26, he had Challedon at Cicero, Ill., 
for the Hawthorne Gold Cup. Carrying 
high weight and giving ten pounds to the 
runner-up, Challedon won again, going 
away. 

Still full of run, old man Brann had 
Challedon back in Maryland for the 
Havre de Grace Handicap. He won that 
nine-furlong affair, giving ten or more 
pounds to each rival. All of a sudden, 
Mister Brann noticed that there was a 
race in Kentucky, and took Challedon 
down for it. It was a new event at Keene- 
land called the Tranter, a memorial to 
E.J. Tranter. The speedsters set a fast 
pace, but Challedon caught up after 
about a mile and went on to take the mile 
and one eighth test in 1:54%, a new 
world record. 

Still having the time of his life, Brann 
brought his pet back for the Maryland 
Handicap, a mile and a quarter race at 
Laurel on October 21. Challedon won 
impressively, over an ordinary lot. Then 
came the Pimlico Special on November 1. 
The chart said, “Challedon took com¬ 
mand after the first sixteenth mile, went 
along under steadying restraint until chal¬ 
lenged near the half-mile ground, was 
shaken up determinedly when overhauled 
midway through the final turn, then ral¬ 
lied vigorously in the last quarter-mile, 
and, coming again, wore down * Kayak II 
inside the final furlong and was gradually 
drawing clear at the finish.” 

As a 4-year-old, Challedon w r on five of 
his seven starts and was second once and 
third once. He w'on the Hollywood Gold 
Cup under 133, and the Havre de Grace 
Handicap under 130; the Whitney Stakes 
and the Pimlico Special—again. 

John Hervey wrote, “It is the belief of 
the great majority of turfmen. . . that 
Challedon [horse of the year in 1939 and 
’40] is one of the greatest Thorough¬ 
breds ever seen in this country.” 

It’s a shame I didn’t keep a copy of 
that Barbara Fritchie thing, but I didn’t 
realize that it was a classic at the time I 
wrote it. ♦>

Longshot winner leads to 
aH-flme "World Series” record 


K evin Vencill, a rare 
coin dealer from Fall- 
ston, Md., made an 
amazing discovery in the 
World Series of Handicap¬ 
ping, October 3 to 5 at Penn 
National race course. 

Vencill, 32, uncovered 
hidden form in longshot win¬ 
ner Cocotay ($63) to strike it 
rich and win the contest’s 
$100,000 top prize. Vencill 
snapped out of a $2-per race 
betting pattern and wagered 
his entire $978 bankroll to 
win on a horse who finished 
no closer than seven and 
three-quarter lengths of the 
lead in ten previous maiden 
claiming races. Cocotay’s easy 
frontrunning victory follow¬ 
ing a six-week layoff gave 
Vencill a record $30,799 


bankroll in the 23 rd annual 
fall classic. 

“Time was running out 
and he looked as good as any 
longshot in the race,” said 
Vencill, who made his bold 
move in Sunday’s sixth race, 
one race before the contest’s 
ten percent maximum rule 
kicked in. “There was noth¬ 
ing really special (about his 
form), but I knew I needed a 
good-priced winner and 
maiden claimers are good 
races in which to find them. I 
kind of liked the nine horse in 
that race, too, but the odds 
steered me toward Cocotay.” 

Vencill’s closest pursuers, 
Robert Sensenderfer of Lan¬ 
caster, Pa., and Charles 
Hogan of Jeffersonville, Ind., 
also cashed in on Cocotay’s 


Preakness '98—bigger purse, 
added suspense 


A t least two major 
changes could be in 
store for next spring’s 
Preakness. Purses for the 
Preakness and Belmont Stakes 
will be increased to $1 million 
guaranteed, raising the total 
purses for the Triple Crown 
races to $3 million. 

On top of the $3 million 
in guaranteed purses in the 
three-race series, the Visa 
Triple Crown Challenge of¬ 
fers an additional bonus of $5 
million to the owner of any 
horse who wins all three con¬ 
tests. This marks Visa’s third 
year of participation in the 
bonus. 


In an attempt to infuse 
more drama into the days be¬ 
fore the big races, Pimlico 
and Churchill Downs are 
each considering a new sys¬ 
tem for drawing post posi¬ 
tions. Owners and trainers 
would select their horses’ post 
positions, with a “blind draw” 
being used to establish the or¬ 
der of choice (the owner of 
the horse with number one 
would get first choice, and so 
on). The Maryland Racing 
Commission gave its approval 
for Pimlico to proceed with 
such an innovation. 


maiden-breaking score. Sen- 
senderfer’s $500 win bet led 
to a $16,789 closing bankroll 
and $40,000 second prize, 
while Hogan built his ac¬ 
count to $16,292 to take the 
$20,000 third prize. Charles 
Clevenger ($14,012 bankroll) 
and Fred Gorsline ($13,818) 
took home fourth and fifth - 
place money of $10,000 and 
$5,000 respectively. 

Hugh Montani suffered 
the worst of racing luck. He 
made a successful $2,284 win 
bet on Wide Line ($7.60) in 
Sunday’s fourth race to take 
command with $8,680 before 
the shake-up at the top took 
place. 

A field of 150 went post- 
ward with a $1,000 mythical 
bankroll and made win, place 
and show wagers only on 
Penn National’s live Thor¬ 
oughbred cards Friday, Satur¬ 
day and Sunday. 

“My plan was to play $2 a 
race Friday and Saturday and 
see what I needed to do Sun¬ 
day,” said Vencill, who added 
he failed to qualify for the 
WSH finals using similar tac¬ 
tics in the past. “I just kind of 
landed on a good one.”

Cross-breed simulcasting 
issue cuts across industry

It is ironic, and says much 
about the state of the racing 
marketplace, that harness 
tracks are not only importing 
Thoroughbred races but are 
now dependent on that 
business for their existence. 


ACING INDUSTRY, 
are you paying 
attention? 

There is a major dis¬ 
pute in Maryland be¬ 
tween the Thoroughbred 
and Standardbred indus¬ 
tries which highlights a 
concern that exists in vir¬ 
tually every horse racing 
jurisdiction in America. 

There are so many 
side issues, personalities 
and ingrained views that 
the situation may seem 
more complex than it re¬ 
ally is. 

Stripped to its essence, 
the issue is that Maryland 
harness tracks and horse¬ 
men want to take Thoroughbred racing 
signals into their facilities whenever they 
choose, irrespective of the wishes of their 
Maryland Thoroughbred counterparts, 
and they believe they have Maryland rac¬ 
ing law on their side. Rather, their 
lawyers believe they have Maryland racing 
law on their side and, in today’s racing 
environment, that is all we need for a 
first-class (or low-rent) brawl. 

Maryland has a unique racing statute 
that has led to the evolution of a structure 
tailor-made for high legal fees. A law en¬ 
acted in the 1980s, that long-ago time 
when there was only live racing in the 
land, prohibited Thoroughbred racing li¬ 
censees from operating after 6:15 p.m. 
The intent was to leave the nights to the 
Standardbred tracks and the days to 
Thoroughbreds, but no restrictions were 
placed on the Standardbreds because no 
one expected them to ever try to compete 
with the state’s well-entrenched Thor¬ 
oughbred tracks. 

And, until now, they have not at¬ 
tempted to do so. It is ironic, and says 
much about the state of the racing mar¬ 
ketplace, that harness tracks are not only 
importing Thoroughbred races but are 


now dependent on that business for their 
existence. 

When full-card simulcasting and off¬ 
track betting came to Maryland in the 
spring of 1993, the effect of the so-called 
6:15 law was felt immediately. The Mary¬ 
land attorney general essentially told the 
racing industry that cross-breed simul¬ 
casting and any simulcasting from 6:15 
p.m. until the post-time of the first har¬ 
ness racing would only be permissible if 
all parties—tracks, horsemen and breed¬ 
ers—agreed to terms. 

This led to what was called a facilities 
use agreement, whereby the Thorough¬ 
bred tracks operated the pari-mutuel sys¬ 
tem during the day, until 7:15 p.m., and 
the Standardbred tracks operated the sys¬ 
tem afterward. There were imported sig¬ 
nals—specifically from southern Califor¬ 
nia—brought in during the late afternoon 
period immediately. 

The harness tracks, fearing the impact 
of those late Thoroughbred races on their 
business, insisted that fans wagering on 
them after 7:15 p.m. could use only 
tellerless terminals. The same rule applied 
to harness signals offered in the after¬ 
noon, a customer-unfriendly practice that 


could only happen in 
horse racing. 

Nighttime Thorough¬ 
bred signals came to 
Maryland after New Jer¬ 
sey and Pennsylvania 
tracks said they would 
not import Maryland sig¬ 
nals year-round unless 
Maryland tracks recipro¬ 
cated, including Mead- 
owlands, Garden State 
and Penn National night 
Thoroughbred races. 

This led to splits of 
revenues from cross¬ 
breed signals which were 
modified as additional 
nighttime Thoroughbred 
signals were imported 
and are now part of the 

controversy. 

The night Thoroughbred races proved 
to be popular, enough so that they made 
a significant dent in the harness handle. 
The harness tracks, in addition to seeking 
control of their afternoon operation, de¬ 
sire a larger percentage of the nighttime 
Thoroughbred business. 

Want further complications? The two 
harness tracks in Maryland—Rosecroft 
Raceway and Ocean Downs—were 
bought by the local owners and trainers 
association when they were on the verge 
of a bankruptcy tiling. Their financing 
was provided by Bally’s, the gaming cor¬ 
poration (now a subsidiary of Hilton 
Corporation), which thereby became the 
banker to the harness tracks. 

When Bally’s and Cloverleaf Enter¬ 
prises (the horsemen’s association/track 
operator) grew unhappy with each other, 
a tortured negotiation began that led to, 
after the obligatory lawsuit, Bally’s pur¬ 
chase of Ocean Downs and forgiveness of 
some debt service. Bally’s is now an inde¬ 
pendent track operator and still holds the 
mortgage on Rosecroft. If slot machines 
ever come to Maryland tracks. Bally’s be¬ 
comes the majority owner of Rosecroft. 
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About the only thing the two harness 
track operators agree on is the notion that 
the law permits them to import Thor¬ 
oughbred signals at their discretion. This 
means they would take such signals in the 
afternoon and evening without sharing 
revenues with the Thoroughbred licensees 
or with the Thoroughbred horsemen or 
breeders. While Bally’s has indicated a 
willingness to negotiate contributions to 
both the Thoroughbred purse account 
and breeders’ fund, it has made it clear 
that it believes it is under no legal obliga¬ 
tion to do so. 

The Maryland attorney general was 
asked for an opinion on the matter and 
has said that, yes, the statute in ques¬ 
tion—Section 11.804 of the Annotated 
Code of Maryland—does not prohibit 
cross-breed simulcasting by any licensee, 
if the Maryland Racing Commission ap¬ 
proves. However, and there is always a 
“however” when racing is conducted by 
lawyers, the AG’s opinion is that because 
the legislature could not have contem¬ 
plated this scenario, the MRC should not 
allow unrestricted cross-breed simulcast¬ 
ing, and that the legislature should re¬ 
solve the issue. 

The fundamental question raised by 
this mess is, of course, do the respective 
breeds have a proprietary right to out-of- 
state races of the same breed? 

In Maryland’s instance, the one cer¬ 
tainty is that the 6:15 law is at best an 
anachronism and at worst an impediment 
to the functioning of the marketplace. 
The harness tracks have represented to 
the Racing Commission that they simply 
wish to have a chance to compete, albeit 
while utilizing the Thoroughbred product. 


As long as the Thoroughbred tracks 
are restricted by law to certain operating 
hours while the harness tracks are not, 
there is no free market and no logic to al¬ 
lowing unrestricted cross-breed simul¬ 
casting. 

Full-card simulcasting has totally 
changed the face of horse racing in Amer¬ 
ica. It has offered the fans far more op¬ 
tions in terms of both product choice and 
hours of availability. Race tracks and off¬ 
track betting sites are now theaters for a 
daily national picture show, to the benefit 
of the fans and tracks, and—when 
thoughtfully implemented—to horse¬ 
men. It can be fairly argued that many 
tracks throughout the nation—both 
Thoroughbred and harness—exist today 
because of simulcasting. 

Making policy regarding the use of 
simulcasting has become a challenge for 
racing commissions, who are often deal¬ 
ing with antiquated laws and regulations 
written long before full-card, cross-breed 
simulcasting was contemplated. Addi¬ 
tionally, commissioners are now being 
asked to go beyond the traditional role of 
benign regulators and make decisions 
that can have a major influence on the 
day-to-day conduct of the pari-mutuel 
business. We use the term pari-mutuel 
purposely, because the game is now more 
about wagering than live racing. 

The short-run solutions require both 
the regulators and industry participants to 
better understand their fans and their 
markets. In Maryland, for instance, 
Ocean Downs and Pimlico exist in totally 
different environments but have a depen¬ 
dency on the same product and the same 
overall revenue stream. 


To declare open season on simulcast¬ 
ing is clearly an illogical response to a dys¬ 
functional situation. At the same time, 
the status quo is also not an acceptable 
framework for the future health of horse 
racing. 

The jury-rigged structure in Mary¬ 
land, created in response to outmoded 
laws and regulations, brought us a system 
that penalizes the fans, assures bickering 
among the tracks and horsemen of both 
breeds, and has put in place a substandard 
OTB network. 

More disturbingly, the paralysis in 
thinking that occurs in this morass dis¬ 
tracts the industry from dealing with the 
competitive problems it faces approach¬ 
ing the next century. At a time when 
horse racing needs to work creatively and 
aggressively with state legislatures to re¬ 
define its place in the gaming world, such 
internal squabbles send a bad message. 

Simulcasting is the latest in a long line 
of innovations that have given the exist¬ 
ing fans more options and greater flexibil¬ 
ity. Simulcasting is vital to the 1990s rac¬ 
ing economy, and the industry’s 
stakeholders would do well not to put 
their hard-won gains at risk. 

In Maryland, this means abolishing 
the 6:15 law and establishing a revenue¬ 
sharing system that recognizes market re¬ 
alities, not proprietary rights. All the in¬ 
gredients are there to do so except vision 
and willingness to leave behind a past that 
bears little relation to the present. 

Shakespeare suggested, in Henry IV, 
that we kill all the lawyers, but if we did, 
how could we have racing commission 
meetings? ♦>

Included were Jack Russell terrier 
races, jousting, a dressage demonstra¬ 
tion by a member of the U.S. Eques¬ 
trian Team and performances by Ger¬ 
ardo (Jerry) Diaz, a masterful Mexican 
cowboy with highly trained horses. 
Diaz, a trick rider and roper extraor¬ 
dinaire, was spectacular, but he would 
be a sideshow to jockey Prado’s three 
wins, one third and two fourths. 

Prado’s victory total meant that he 
duplicated his three-victory day in 
last year’s Maryland Million. The lo¬ 
cal jockey colony is considering send¬ 
ing him on an all-expenses paid trip 
to China for next year’s Maryland 
Million. 

By the end of the day, Prado had 
pushed his win total for 1997 to 435, 
a mark that not only places him com¬ 
fortably atop the national jockey 
standings but keeps him on pace for 
500 wins or more this year—a rare 
feat—and his 3,000th career victory 
(he had 2,910 after Maryland Million 
Day). 

The 30-year-old Peruvian native 
has been a fixture in Maryland 
throughout the ’90s, and has been 
the state’s most successful rider dur¬ 
ing his tenure at Maryland tracks. 
Prado, in fact, had won nine Mary¬ 
land Million races before 1997, and is

now four MM wins ahead of any oth¬ 
er rider. 

With Prado having such a remark¬ 
able year, perhaps it was only logical 
to expect him to win the richest 
Maryland Million race, the $200,000 
Cosamin®DS Maryland Classic. He 
duly did so on Algar, and this was a 
combination that had odds-on fa¬ 
vorite written all over it. You see, Al¬ 
gar is a horse for a course, and Laurel 
is his course. Prior to the ’97 Classic, 
he had won three of ten lifetime 
starts at Laurel, and had never been 
worse than third. His last victory be¬ 
fore the Classic was on October 25, 
1996, at—you get one guess—Lau¬ 
rel. 
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Algar was third choice behind sen¬ 
timental favorite Mary’s Buckaroo 
and Wicapi in an interesting betting 
race. The 5-year-old son of Horatius 
broke well and tracked the early lead¬ 
ers before tackling Mary’s Buckaroo, 
who had been carried wide on the 
first turn, at the head of the stretch. 

Algar got his head in front at that 
point, but that was about the extent 
of his advantage as those two battled 
to the wire. Algar prevailed by a neck, 
giving breeder/owner/trainer Bar¬ 
bara Graham the thrill of a lifetime. 
Graham, who is headquartered at 
Middleburg Training Center in Vir¬ 
ginia, has Algar in the hands of veter¬ 
an trainer Jim Murphy, whom she 
credits for Algar’s conditioning and 
his consistency. 

Algar gave his sire Horatius his 
eighth Maryland Million winner, 
which ties him with Deputed Testa- 
mony for the lead among stallions. 
The latter had two winners on the 
program, with the blaze-faced Win- 
sox snaring the $100,000 Helix 
Health/Medlantic Healthcare Group 
/BW Health Maryland Turf by a 
head in another stirring stretch duel, 


his against Trump Mahal. Winsox 
and Trump Mahal thus reversed their 
finish in last year’s Turf, and Winsox 
gave trainer J. William Boniface his 
seventh Maryland Million victory, 
pushing him one win ahead of King 
T. Leatherbury among Maryland 
Million trainers. 

Boniface was traveling in Europe 
and left the saddling to his son Kevin, 
who teamed up with jockey Robert 
Colton to get the trophy for owner 
Richard Granville. 

The final race of the day, the 
$50,000 Helix Health/Medlantic 
Healthcare Group/BW Health Mary¬ 
land Handicap, would go to another 
son of Deputed Testamony, Warren- 
peace, who paid $45 for a $2 win 
ticket and gave owners Robert Lasky 
and Jordan Abrams their first MM 
win. Ditto for trainer Damon Dilo- 
dovico, who said his horse had been 
pointed for this race all year. One 
could only wish that all aim were so 
true in the racing game. 

Maryland Million Day ’97 seemed 
to have all the ingredients for success 
at hand in the days leading up to the 
event, including lots of pre-event ad¬ 


vertising, a T-shirt giveaway, the 
aforementioned promotional addi¬ 
tions, and large, competitive fields. 
Even the elimination of the Orioles 
from post-season baseball play, while 
regrettable locally, figured to help get 
media attention and help drive atten¬ 
dance. 

Then came the rains. An inch and 
a half of rain fell on Laurel the day 
and night before the event, with the 
forecast for more during the day. 
Soggy ground forced the cancellation 
of the first race, the Maryland Million 
Steeplechase, and the threat of more 
rain perhaps kept some people away. 
Still, a crowd of 14,494 came to Lau¬ 
rel, plus almost 6,000 more at the 
state’s off-track and inter-track sites 
to push total attendance over 20,000 
(20,025), and there was a vibrant and 
festive mood throughout the day. 

Although the first race, the Cose¬ 
quin® Maryland Distaff Starter Hand¬ 
icap, had only five starters, it kicked 
things off with a barn-burner finish, 
as Holdontothemoment edged Cam- 
mie’s Star and Baederbe with the 
three horses coming to the wire with¬ 
in a length of each other.

Two-year-old fillies were on dis¬ 
play in the $100,000 Rouse Compa¬ 
ny Maryland Lassie, where New York 
invader Maragold Princess, by 
Smarten, prevailed over another out- 
of-towner, Philadelphia Park-based 
Expensive Issue. Trained by former 
Wayne Lukas assistant Todd Pletch- 
er, Maragold Princess gave Prado his 
first win on the card. 


The next race, the always hotly 
competitive Maryland Department of 
Transportation Distaff Handicap, fig¬ 
ured to be a battle between two ac¬ 
complished 4-year-old filly sprinters, 
Creamy Dreamy, by last year’s top 
Maryland sire Two Punch, and Secret 
Prospect, by Allen’s Prospect, who 
vies with Two Punch for the mythical 


title of Maryland’s MVS (Most Valu¬ 
able Stallion). 

Allen’s Prospect got the best of 
this one as Secret Prospect, benefit¬ 
ing from a speed duel between 
Creamy Dreamy and Weather Vane, 
surged home by two lengths over 
True Mystery, getting her 13th win 
in 26 career starts for trainer John 
Tammaro III and owner Bob Hahn. 


Blood, sweat and tears of joy come from Algar’s 
breeder/owner/trainer Barbara Graham 


T here are lots of family 
horses, but rarely do they 
trace back more than three 
decades within a human family. Al- 
gar is one of the precious few. 

Barbara Graham, a lifelong 
horsewoman who maintains a 
breaking and training operation at 
Middleburg Training Center in 
Virginia, recalls that her late father 
Samuel O. Graham bred Algar’s 
granddam Short Winded from “an 
old mare he got in a package deal 
from a man down the road.” Mr. 
Graham owned a huge farm near 
Purcellville, Va. Short Winded, a 
foal of 1965, was sired by Harvest 
Singing, a son of *Nasrullah 
owned by neighbor Paul Mellon 
and standing at Graham’s farm. 

Short Winded, out of Wind 
Cloud by Alquest, would produce 
three stakes horses—all by Hagley: 
Shortley ($127,778, First Flight 
H-G3, etc.), Breathless Wind 
($138,258, 2nd Pinafore H, etc.) 
and Vodka Talking. But it is 
through her daughters’ offspring 
that she has risen to true promi¬ 
nence . 

Vodka Talking is best known as 
the dam of Rollodka, the in¬ 
domitable Rollicking gelding who 
campaigned for ten seasons, win¬ 
ning or placing in 85 of 122 starts, 
including ten stakes, and earning 


$559,669. Barbara Graham bred 
Rollodka, nursed him through var¬ 
ious physical problems, then un¬ 
fortunately lost him in a claiming 
race just as he was ready to take off 
in his career. 

From Short Winded’s daughter 
Short Encounter (by Dancing 
Count), whom Barbara Graham 
sold privately as a 3-year-old, came 
multiple graded stakes winner Ro¬ 
mano Gucci ($316,990). 

The one who didn’t get away, 
Algar is the third foal, and second 
stakes performer, from his dam 
Countess Shorwind (also by Danc¬ 
ing Count), who has also been 
represented by Princess Pickle, a 
1990 Hagley filly who placed sec¬ 
ond in the Gala Lil Stakes and 
earned $120,955. 

Countess Shorwind, one of six 
broodmares owned by Graham, 
has a Dehere weanling filly whom 
Graham owns in partnership with 
John Perrotta, and is barren for 
1998. 

Graham, for the last 15 years a 
close companion of Maryland- 
based trainer James W. (Jimmy) 
Murphy, has provided the early 
education not only for her own 
horses, but numerous others— 
some of the most famous being 
Spectacular Bid, Dispersal, My 
Frenchman, Maxzene, Anka Ger¬ 



mania (Ire) (dam of current stakes 
winner Deputy Commander) and 
Snit. 

After the extreme high of Maty- 
land Million Day, Graham was 
struck by an unexpected low the 
following day—a broken shoulder 
sustained while working with a 
young horse. 

“But that’s the way this busi¬ 
ness is,” notes Graham, who goes 
out whenever possible with the 
Piedmont Hunt, of which she and 
her sister Nancy Dillon are “prob¬ 
ably the most longtime members. 
We’ve been hunting with Pied¬ 
mont for 50 years,” says Graham, 
who currently serves as president 
of the club. /Lucy Acton 
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She’s nine for 11 at Laurel, with two 
seconds—another horse for that 
course. 

Two-year-old males were next up 
in the $100,000 Maryland Million 
Nursery. No horse in the field had 
more than one win and one—Monk’s 
Falcon—was making his career de¬ 
but. 

To confound matters, New York 
visitor Oenach, apparently enjoying 
the lovely Maryland fall colors in the 
trees adjacent to the starting gate, sat 
down in his starting stall. Once the 
field of 12 got underway, the race be¬ 
longed to Malaka Head, the early 
leader, Swingin Verse, who pressed 
the pace, and Carnivorous Habit, the 
only stakes-placed horse in the race 
(he was third in the Dover Stakes at 
Delaware Park on September 27). 

In the stretch it was Carnivorous 
Habit, under Prado, who got by the 
leaders and went on to a one and 
three-quarter length victory. A son of 
Carnivalay bred by Albert and Randy 
Cohen, owned by Randy Cohen and 
trained by Hamilton Smith, Carnivo¬ 
rous Habit has two wins and two 
thirds in four starts. According to 
Smith, the colt was an intended 
Nursery starter from the time he 
made his debut at Pimlico in June. 

The $100,000 Baltimore Maga¬ 
zine Maryland Oaks for 3-year-old 
fillies featured the day’s first winning 
favorite, but just barely. Proud Run, 
a 3-year-old filly by Proud Truth with 
three previous 1997 stakes wins to 
her credit, came from Delaware to 
score by a diminishing nose over late- 
charging longshot Buckles and 
Kinks, with G. O’Keefe only a head 
away in third. 

Proud Run is bred and owned by 
Katharine Merryman, and trained by 
her son-in-law Ricky Hendriks, a for¬ 
mer leading steeplechase jockey who 
won the first Maryland Million 
steeplechase and is the only winning 
trainer to have also ridden a Mary¬ 
land Million winner. This was Proud 
Run’s seventh win in 12 career starts. 

The next filly and mare race on the 
card, the always competitive $100,000 
Carrollton Bank Maryland Ladies, 


saw nine evenly matched distaffers 
testing each other on a soft turf 
course that could dramatically alter 
form. This was a tough race to handi¬ 
cap, and the betting choices in the 
Ladies, Arden House and Julie’s Bril¬ 
liance, finished last and next-to-last, 
respectively. 

Only Ali, a 5-year-old mare by 
Carnivalay owned by Mrs. John 
Manfuso Jr. and bred by Fourbros 
Stable, stayed close to the pacemak¬ 
ers, then eased by in the stretch to 
win by a length for trainer Barclay 
Tagg (his daughter Tiffany saddled 
Only Ali) and jockey Carlos Marquez 
Jr. The Ladies was the second win of 
the day for Marquez and for Carni¬ 
valay. 

Only Ali went off at 4.40-1, per¬ 
haps because she had won on soft 
turf at Saratoga in late August over 
the same mile and an eighth distance. 

One of the most widely anticipat¬ 
ed races of the day was the $100,000 
Maryland Department of Business & 
Economic Development Sprint 
Handicap, which featured a 12-horse 
field and several evenly matched con¬ 
tenders. 

The winner, in another blanket 
finish, was the 5-year-old Aberfoyle, a 
son of Perfecting who edged City 
Shelter and Tyaskin by a neck and a 
head, respectively, after a strongly 
competitive stretch run that saw four 
or five horses in contention at various 
points. 

Aberfoyle is bred and owned by 
longtime Maryland breeder and cur¬ 
rent Maryland Racing Commissioner 
C. Frank Hopkins, whose daughter 
Amy Daney probably outran Aber¬ 
foyle during the final furlong of the 
Sprint as she dashed toward Laurel’s 
winner’s circle. Amy also set a new 
Laurel record for high jumping with 
her leaps of joy after the result was of¬ 
ficial. 

A tough consistent sprinter, Aber¬ 
foyle is the first Maryland Million 
race winner for his sire, owner/ 
breeder and trainer, John Lenzini Jr., 
a veteran of Maryland racing wars, 
and the fourth such winner for jockey 
Mark Johnston. 


It was a day to remember for 
many—Barbara Graham, the Hop¬ 
kins family, Edgar Prado, Randy Co¬ 
hen, the connections of Carnivalay 
and Deputed Testamony, new spon¬ 
sors Nutramax Labs and Carrollton 
Bank—and especially for the fans, 
who enjoyed a great day of entertain¬ 
ment and non-stop racing excitement 
on what was, more than ever, Mary¬ 
land’s day at the races. ❖ 


Frugal Doc 
goes out a hero 

Coinciding with this year’s 
Maryland Million was the an¬ 
nouncement that 1996 Classic 
hero Frugal Doc has been re¬ 
tired from racing. 

Frugal Doc, a 10-year-old 
son of Baederwood, competed 
in six Maryland Million races. 
In addition to his gutsy victory 
(over Algar) in last year’s Clas¬ 
sic, he registered seconds in the 
’93 and ’94 Classics, third in 
’92 and fourth in ’91. He also 
finished fourth in the ’89 Mary¬ 
land Million Nursery. 

“Frugal Doc is being retired 
due to a subluxation of the 
pastern joint,” said a release 
from LWBR Stables, his owner 
since 1994. “Although he is 
sound, it was felt that the level 
of exertion he brings to every 
race would likely jeopardize his 
health. So a decision was made 
to let Frugal go out sound and 
a winner.” 

The gelding, who earned 
$781,846 in 113 starts, is now 
enjoying a life of leisure while 
staying at his trainer Scott 
Posey’s barn at Bowie Training 
Center, and may eventually be¬ 
come a stable pony, according 
to his owner.

Lyman family carries on 
swimmingly at Maui Meadow 

Half-century-old establishment 
blends tradition and technology

et’s go out onto the island,” Charles Lyman said 
" ■ as he guided a visitor out onto a palm-treed concrete 

j slab in the middle of a huge indoor swimming pool. 

It’s an unusual way to start a tour of a horse farm, 
but then Maui Meadow, founded 51 years ago by Ly¬ 
man’s parents, Polly and the late Charles Lyman, is an unusual place—a charm¬ 
ing combination of treasured history, tradition and up-to-the-minute equine 
technology right in the middle of eastern Pennsylvania’s rolling horse country. 


The brightly lit, 12-foot-deep 
pool with its giant blowers for drying 
horses in winter represents the latter. 
Here, every morning, the six men 
and women who staff Maui Meadow 
Farm swim equine boarders who are 
here for layups and therapy. Some 
come on referral from the nearby 
University of Pennsylvania New 
Bolton Center. Others are brought 
by owners and trainers who are sold 
on the value of swimming, not just 
for rehabilitation, but for maintaining 
condition without the wear and tear 
of jogging or galloping. 

The pool, Lyman said, was a nat¬ 
ural addition to Maui Meadow. 
“We’ve always had horses, and we al¬ 
ways did a lot of layups. They’d get 
to a certain point (in rehabilitation) 
and they’d have to go somewhere 
else. Now we can do a complete job 
here,” Lyman said. 
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“We’re handling problems at the 
same time we’re maintaining their 
condition, so as soon as their prob¬ 
lems are gone they can go right back 
to racing,” he added. “There’s a 
horse that left here yesterday who’s 
going to run tomorrow.” 

After a few seconds of observation, 
there’s no doubting the physiological 
value of swimming a horse. The one 
currently in the pool snorts rhythmi¬ 
cally as he swims circular laps, a Maui 
staffer keeping a protective hold on 
him via a lead line. Looking straight 
down into the water, you can see that 
every limb is moving. 

“A horse uses every muscle in his 
body to swim,” Lyman said. “Ten 
times around the pool is equivalent 
to galloping two miles.” Every baby 
born and broken at Maui Meadow 
learns to swim at the same time he’s 
being broken to a bridle and learning 


to canter round the farm’s three- 
eighth-mile sand track. By the time a 
2-year-old leaves for the race track, 
he’s in top physical condition. 

Swimming the horses—a labor-in¬ 
tensive project that can take as many 
as three handlers when the horses are 
first learning—is finished by about 11 
a.m. Then the fun begins. The pool 
helps to pay for itself with a sec¬ 
ondary business for dogs with physi¬ 
cal problems. 

“It’s only one percent of our busi¬ 
ness,” said Lyman’s son Charlie. 
Nevertheless, it’s very rewarding for 
the Lymans, who have four dogs of 
their own, to watch the miracles the 
swimming works for canines with 
problems such as hip dysplasia and 
arthritis. 

“I’ve seen dogs come in with hip 
dysplasia so bad that their owners had 
to hold their back ends up in towels 
so they could walk, and when they’re 
done, they walk out,” said Polly Ly¬ 
man, who at 90 remains as energetic 
as a woman half her age. “It’s won- 
derful.” 

Her son likes to remember the 
woman who came in carrying under 
her fur coat a pocket Chihuahua with 
hip dysplasia. By the time the tiny 
dog finished his therapy, he could 
swim four laps. 

The rest of the farm’s services are 
more traditional. It stands three stal-

lions—Foligno, Mr. Nasty and T. V. 
Alliance—and cares for the Lymans’ 
18 broodmares and their offspring. 
Come March, the Lyman crew takes 
on foaling duties for another dozen 
or so mares. The babies stay on past 
weaning for breaking and training. 
Layups and the like can push the 
equine population as high as 90. 

The Lymans also race their home- 
breds, some under the Maui Meadow 
nom de course, others in Charles Ly¬ 
man’s name in partnership with Rus¬ 
sell Mucklow and/or Joseph Hol¬ 
man. Their best horses right now 
include Red Hot Iron and Another 
Betty, both with trainer Guadalupe 
Preciado at Philadelphia Park. 

But race horses were not the Ly¬ 
mans’ original interest. 


Polly Lyman and her late husband 
were accomplished riders. Polly’s fa¬ 
ther was an Army officer who wrote 
many of the equitation manuals used 
in the Cavalry School at Fort Riley, 
Kans. Polly grew up riding as well or 
better than the cavalry officers. 

Charles Lyman, who rode for the 
Army’s Olympic team between the 
world wars, was a general stationed in 
Hawaii when World War II broke 
out. Polly and young Charles were 
shipped out to safety, while Gen. Ly¬ 
man headed deeper into the Pacific 
front to take charge of the 32nd divi¬ 
sion and its campaign against the 
Japanese. 

“I didn’t see him for four years,” 
Polly Lyman said. “I would hear 
from him every so often, and he 


would say ‘If I survive this I want to 
go back with the horses and cows.’ 

“We survived it and we immedi¬ 
ately came up here and bought this 
farm.” 

Maui Meadow, located in Chester 
County, near West Chester, didn’t 
look like much of a farm when the 
Lymans bought it in 1946. The 78 
acres were so overgrown that going 
up the driveway was like traveling 
through a green tunnel. The farm¬ 
house was completely covered in 
vines. One step inside, however, and 
the Lymans fell in love. 

The farmhouse was built in 1736 
and is floored with the original wood 
laid by homesteading colonists. One 
of the Lymans’ first projects was to 
finish and shine the beautiful blonde 
boards. 

Those floors and prettily papered 
walls provide a perfect backdrop for 
Polly Lyman’s carefully framed pho¬ 
tographs and numerous silver cups 
and trophies that represent a half- 
century of excellence over jumps and 
on race courses. 

Though their interest in show 
horses continued (Charlie was the first 
child to win two leadline champion¬ 
ships at Devon), the Lymans found 
themselves beginning the transition 
to the breeding and racing of Thor¬ 
oughbred race horses a few years af¬ 
ter they moved in. The idea was 
planted by their friend Humphrey 
Finney, the great bloodstock expert 
who later headed Fasig-Tipton auc¬ 
tioneering firm. 

“He said, ‘One of these years 
you’re going to quit all of this and go 
into breeding,’ and we did,” Polly re¬ 
called. “He helped us get started.” 

Finney had cautioned that “you 
just can’t go over and use your neigh¬ 
bor’s horse” as a stud. Rather, he 
suggested the Lymans allow him to 
buy them a stallion with the necessary 
pedigree. 

The result was Cosmic Bomb, 
who arrived on the farm in 1950. 

“He became the outstanding sire 
in the state of Pennsylvania and until 
that dear old guy died, people came 
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Eri Lyman and Britte Magnussen use lead shanks to guide a horse who is new to 
the pool.

to him from everywhere,” Mrs. Ly¬ 
man said. 

With great reason. The multiple 
stakes winner, a 1944 foal by *Phara- 
mond II out of the Blue Larkspur 
mare Banish Fear, sired major stakes 
winner and foundation broodmare 
Cosmah, along with such good run¬ 
ners as Federal Hill, Tritium and 
Lord Gregor. 

Filling Cosmic Bomb’s shoes after 
his death was a difficult task, and, 
once again, Humphrey Finney came 
to their aid. “He said, ‘You can’t af¬ 
ford the kind of horse you need. The 
prices have changed. You tell me how 
much you can spend and I’ll try to 
get the horse.’ ” 

The Lymans’ budget was no 
match for that of Marion duPont 
Scott, but thanks to Finney’s good 
words and duPont Scott’s generosity, 
they got to stand Our Boots anyway. 

Mrs. Scott approached Finney 
about buying the horse for her, and, 
Polly Lyman recalled, he told her, 
“ ‘Some good friends of mine could 
not combat with you for this horse. 


Do you really want the horse?’ And 
she turned to him and said, ‘Yes, I 
do. But if you say they’re nice people, 
well, we’ll be partners.’ ” They were 
good partners, as well as good 
friends, for many years after. 

Today, the Lymans maintain their 
tradition of quality Pennsylvania sires 
with Foligno, who is owned by 
George Strawbridge Jr.’s Augustin 
Stables, their own T. V. Alliance, and 
Jack Mondel’s Mr. Nasty. 

A graded stakes winner of 
$503,787, 15-year-old Foligno (by 
Foolish Pleasure out of the In Reality 
mare Zerelda) is in his prime as a sire. 
He has three current outstanding per¬ 
formers: Dutch Daulton ($262,661), 
hero of this year’s Sportin’ Life 
Stakes; Dr. Banting, who won the 
’96 Walter Haight Handicap and has 
placed in two added-money races, in¬ 
cluding the $100,000 Jennings 
Handicap, this season; and Saratoga 
course record-setter Heavenanna- 
turesing. 

T. V. Alliance, a 19-year-old son 
of T. V. Commercial—La Belle Al¬ 


liance by Staunchness, has been rep¬ 
resented by numerous winners, in¬ 
cluding stakes-placed Ed’s Irish Boy 
and Gold Alliance, who won 16 races 
and earned $134,930. 

Set to make his mark is 10-year- 
old Mr. Nasty (Raised Socially— 
Quackers ’n Cheese by Quack), a 
graded stakes winner of $357,239 
whose first crop reached racing age 
this season. 

All three, like the rest of the 
horses, are lovingly cared for. This is, 
after all, a family farm—not a huge 
corporation. Charles is head trainer; 
his wife Erika, the pony girl and right 
hand; his son, his top assistant; and 
his son’s girl friend Britte Mag¬ 
nussen, the exercise rider. Howard 
(Citation) Dennison has worked for 
the Lymans for 30 years. Now his son 
Howard Jr. does too. 

Fifty-one years after the Lymans 
came home from the war looking for 
security and serenity amid their 
horses, Maui Meadow still provides 
just that. ❖ 
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Blueprint for the future 
of Maryland racing 

State study commission issues 
wide-ranging recommendations 


T he Study Commission appointed by Maryland Governor 
Parris Glendening and the leadership of the Maryland General 
Assembly to evaluate the state’s racing industry has issued its re¬ 
port and recommendations. 


Chaired by Secretary of Labor, Li¬ 
censing and Regulation Eugene A. 
Conti Jr., the Commission was estab¬ 
lished by legislative action earlier this 
year that required a report by No¬ 
vember 1. The Commission met on 
October 15 to discuss its findings, 
consider options for industry assis¬ 
tance and finalize its conclusions. 

The recommendations, which are 
listed below, provide for a continua¬ 
tion and expansion of the short-term 
relief provided this year, which result¬ 
ed in about $6 million in funds made 
available for purses and breeders’ 
funds and a $500,000 grant from un¬ 
cashed Thoroughbred pari-mutuel 
tickets to the Maryland Million. 

The Commission recommends, 
among other things, extension of the 
Maryland Million grant and addition¬ 
al funding of purses and breeders’ 
funds, each with a sunset of June 30, 
1999. 

Other proposals include regulato¬ 
ry relief, facilitation of telephone ac¬ 
count wagering, and marketing stud¬ 
ies, plus an evaluation of race track 
facilities and the role the state might 
play in renovating or replacing such 


facilities, including the possibility of a 
new track that would offer both 
Thoroughbred and harness racing. 

The recommendations are as fol¬ 
lows: 

Short-term measures 

Financial relief 

• continuing the reduction of the 
state wagering tax from 0.5 percent 
to 0.32 percent, resulting in approxi¬ 
mately $1 million to support increas¬ 
es in purses; 

• utilizing $10 million of state 
revenue over attainment to support 
increased spending on non-capital 
items, including purses, marketing 
and the Maryland-bred Funds; 

• that the State Lottery Agency 
work with the horse racing industry 
to establish special lottery games that 
will both increase lottery revenues 
and increase the visibility of horse 
racing in Maryland (special lottery 
game proceeds would be allocated to 
the general fund and not be dedicat¬ 
ed to the horse racing industry); 

• continuing the distribution of 
$500,000 from Thoroughbred un¬ 


cashed pari-mutuel tickets to support 
the Maryland Million; 

• distributing any remaining funds 
in the Racing Special Fund account 
after the end of year close-out to the 
horse racing industry; and 

• that all financial relief measures 
sunset on June 30,1999. 

Regulatory issues 

To reduce the regulatory burden 
on the horse racing industry, the 
Racing Study Commission recom¬ 
mends the repeal of regulatory or 
statutory requirements for Maryland 
Racing Commission approval of: 

• administrative personnel of the 
racing association; 

• officials and others employed dur¬ 
ing a race meet; 

• any additions or changes to the 
aforementioned positions; 

• post time for the first race each day 
and the amount of time between 
races; 

• admission prices; 

• price of services performed; and 

• prices of articles sold at a track. 

0TB arrangements 

The Racing Study Commission 
recommends that the Maryland Rac¬ 
ing Commission fully enforce exist¬ 
ing statutory standards for off-track 
betting facilities. It is also recom¬ 
mended that the Maryland Racing 
Commission perform annual reviews 
of the financial and physical condi- 
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tion of all OTB facilities 
and report its findings to 
the General Assembly.

Land preservation 

The Racing Study 
Commission supports ad¬ 
ditional funding for the 
Maryland Agricultural 
Land Preservation Pro¬ 
gram, including the reim¬ 
bursement of funds pre¬ 
viously removed from 
these programs. The Rac¬ 
ing Study Commission 
encourages horse farm 
owners to participate in 
these programs. 

The Racing Study 
Commission recom¬ 
mends that horse breed¬ 
ing be recognized as one criterion for 
inclusion in a rural legacy plan. 

Intermediate-term 

measures 

Bowie Race Course 
Training Center 

The Racing Study Commission 
recommends that the Department of 
Agriculture and the Department of 
Natural Resources, in conjunction 
with the City of Bowie and Prince 
George’s County, study the feasibili¬ 
ty of purchasing the Bowie Race 
Course Training Center. The Center 
is recognized as valuable and envi¬ 
ronmentally sensitive open space 
which is important to the Thorough¬ 
bred horse racing industry. 

Interactive wagering 

The Racing Study Commission 
recommends that the Maryland Rac¬ 
ing Commission promulgate regula¬ 
tions on telephone account wager¬ 
ing. 

Regional racing 

The Racing Study Commission 
encourages the Secretary of the De¬ 
partment of Labor, Licensing and 
Regulation and the Chairman of the 
Maryland Racing Commission to 
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meet with their counterparts in Vir¬ 
ginia, Delaware, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and West Virginia to seek bet¬ 
ter cooperation on racing issues, co¬ 
ordination of racing schedules and fi¬ 
nancing of regional racing circuits. 

Long-term measures 

Public-private partnerships 

The Racing Study Commission 
recommends that the Department of 
Labor, Licensing and Regulation, in 
consultation with relevant state agen¬ 
cies, including the Maryland Stadium 
Authority and the Department of 
Agriculture, coordinate a study of: 

• the economic impact of the 
horse industry in Maryland to assess 
the benefits of future state invest¬ 
ment; 

• a potential state partnership with 
the race tracks; 

• capital improvement needs at 
the existing race tracks and options 
for financing such improvements; 
and 

• the feasibility of constructing a 
new racing facility to centralize Thor¬ 
oughbred and harness racing in 
Maryland. 

Marketing 

The Racing Study Commission 
recommends that a partnership be 


developed between the 
horse racing industry (i.e. a 
consortium of track own¬ 
ers, breeders, trainers and 
others) and the state to 
conduct a comprehensive 
market survey and develop 
a marketing strategy to be 
completed by the end of 
1998. The Secretary of the 
Department of Labor, Li¬ 
censing and Regulation 
will initiate the formation 
of the partnership. It is also 
recommended that the 
state provide funding to 
begin the initial market 
surveys. 

Future meetings 

The chairman of the 
Racing Study Commission is encour¬ 
aged to reconvene the Commission 
as results from the recommended 
studies become available. 


Secretary Conti, in issuing the 
Commission’s report, said, “This is a 
good, positive first step. We made 
progress in educating people about 
the breadth of the racing industry 
and its impact upon the state. 

“We look to a continuation of the 
financial aid package and the devel¬ 
opment of interactive and regional 
initiatives to bolster racing in the 
state. Further, we will initiate long¬ 
term studies to look at all aspects of 
racing. 

“I believe the commitments that 
have been made and the ongoing na¬ 
ture of this process underscore the se¬ 
riousness with which the Governor 
and the legislature are taking these 
matters, and their desire to assure the 
future health of the industry.” 

It is unclear at the moment as to 
the path that will be taken to legisla¬ 
tively affirm the Commission’s rec¬ 
ommendations. Consideration will be 
given to creating a single legislative 
initiative or to preparing bills for dif¬ 
ferent components of the recom¬ 
mended actions. ♦♦♦

SHAPING THE BREED 


How to assemble ingredients 
for a successful mating

T heories on horse breed- 
ing have been around for 
thousands of years. The first 
book on the subject was actually an 
engraving left to us by the Sumeri¬ 
ans about 2500 B.C. The Romans, 
who kept detailed race records of 
their chariot horses, were perhaps 
the first to “breed the best to the 
best.” As their empire expanded 
they were also the first to practice 
international outcrossing and 
cross-breeding. 

Legend has it that Mohammed, 
the prophet of Islam, was an avid 
horse breeder whose broodmare 
band became the foundation for both the 
modern Arabian and the Thoroughbred. 
The early record-keepers of the Arabian 
breed did not record male lines as we do 
today. Instead they recorded their female 
families in a system called “El Khamsa,” 
which is believed to trace back to Mo¬ 
hammed’s foundation mares. Unlike the 
Romans, Arabian breeders were fanatic 
about keeping their bloodlines pure 
through inbreeding, and it is said that 
their holy book, the Koran, actually for¬ 
bids the export of purebred mares. 

Modern breeders have continued to 
use the age-old principles of inbreeding, 
outcrossing and nicking. The dosage sys¬ 
tem was introduced by French cavalry of¬ 
ficer J.J. Vuillier in the early 1900s. 
Studying the bloodlines of a century of 
English classic winners, he found that 
high doses of a few superior sires (which 
he called “chefs-de-race”) showed up 
consistendy in the pedigrees of these clas¬ 
sic winners. Vuillier therefore advocated 
returning the best blood through in- 
breeding or linebreeding, while adding 
the blood of the chefs missing from a 
mare’s pedigree. This created an ideal 
blend of inbreeding and outcrossing. 

Using the history of the classic win¬ 
ners as his guide, Vuillier considered the 
following points, in order, when planning 
a mating: 1) dosage 2) inbreeding 3)

nicks 4) racing aptitude 5) conformation. 
(Note that Vuillier’s dosage had nothing 
to do with distance aptitude, as modern 
dosage theory does, but was simply a 
recipe for blending the best bloodlines in 
high doses.) 

Colonel E.R. Bradley in America and 
Marcel Boussac of France both built rac¬ 
ing empires through inbreeding to their 
best stock. Bradley won four Kentucky 
Derbies and loved to inbreed to his great 
stallion Black Toney. Boussac relied heav¬ 
ily upon inbreeding to Tourbillon and 
*Teddy—the two best French sires of 
their times. Ultimately these bloodlines 
fell into decline, however, probably from 
a lack of genetic variety. 

About the time these bloodlines fell 
into decline the Hancocks of Claiborne 
Farm began a program of international 
outcrossing, importing European sires 
such as *Sir Gallahad III, *Blenheim II, 
*Nasrullah and *Princequillo to cross 
with the American blood of Fair Play, 
Domino and Ben Brush. The results were 
quite spectacular, particularly the cross 
between *Nasrullah and *Princequillo 
which produced Secretariat, Mill Reef 
and Riverman. 

Italian breeder Federico Tesio was ar¬ 
guably the most successful breeder of the 
20th century. From a small and modest 
band of broodmares in the Italian Alps he 


bred 20 Italian Derby winners, as 
well as the undefeated champions 
Nearco and *Ribot—both easy win¬ 
ners against the best horses in Eng¬ 
land and France. 

Tesio had a genius for blending 
the best qualities of a mare and a 
stallion, and he was a confirmed 
advocate of nicking: that is, com¬ 
bining sire and broodmare-sire 
lines that have proven to be unusu¬ 
ally compatible. He also showed a 
high regard for deep linebreeding 
in the fourth, fifth and sixth gener¬ 
ations of a pedigree. His champion 
Nearco, for example, was linebred 
5x4x4x5 to St. Simon. 

Deep linebreeding patterns can be 
seen in more recent champions such as 
Citation (5x6x5x4—St. Simon), Damas¬ 
cus (5x6x4—Phalaris) and Affirmed 
(5x5x6x7x6—*Teddy). Such linebreed¬ 
ing has the advantage of fixing the traits 
of a high quality ancestor, without the 
dangers of close inbreeding. 

So much for the history lesson. What 
is the practical value of all this theory to 
today’s breeder? Very simply, the pedi¬ 
grees and race records of the best horses 
of the past 200 years show us exactly how 
these great horses were bred. Emulating 
the successful principles of the past is the 
surest way to breed a good race horse. 

A perfect example is the cross between 
the Northern Dancer and Mr. Prospector 
bloodlines. Northern Dancer has a pedi¬ 
gree loaded with the finest bloodlines of 
the 20th century, with one notable ex¬ 
ception: he is devoid of * Teddy blood. 
Mr. Prospector on the other hand is line- 
bred 4x7x5—*Teddy, providing precisely 
the “chef’ blood Northern Dancer lacks. 
Since both these stallions are grandsons 
of Native Dancer, this cross simultane¬ 
ously reinforces that blood through in- 
breeding. Vuillier would have loved this 
kind of mating. 

Perhaps the most practical question a 
breeder must address is whether he is 
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He's the cat's meow!

breeding to race the foal or breeding to 
sell commercially. Those breeding to sell 
have a somewhat simpler choice—they 
need a stallion who will give their foal 
good looks and commercial appeal. 
Those breeding to race have an almost 
endless array of possible stallions to 
choose from, and here is where pedigree 
studies and nicking can target the best 
choices. 

Pedigree is only part of the puzzle, 
however. Conformation, temperament 
and racing aptitude are also important ge¬ 
netic clues in planning a mating. Paul 
Mostert and Cecil Seaman have built 
businesses upon the precise measure¬ 
ments of a horse’s anatomy, and using 
these measurements to find ideal confor¬ 
mational mates for a mare. 

Both learned the basics of their trade 
from the same man: Ken Trimble, a 
Quarter Horse breeder from the South¬ 
west. As a young man, Trimble often 
heard stories that the Indians of his re¬ 
gion could predict the ability of a horse 
with uncanny accuracy, using strings of 
rawhide to measure key areas of the 
horse. Trimble has since passed away, and 
whether he learned his secrets from the 
Indians or developed them on his own, 
his lessons have now been refined and 
computerized into a high-tech science. 

The simplest form of conformational 
mating is “breeding like to like.” If you 
have a mare with running ability and 
good conformation, the surest way to re¬ 
tain these qualities in the foal is by breed¬ 
ing to a stallion with a similar build and 
running style, or better yet to a stallion 
who transmits these qualities to his off¬ 
spring. 

In many cases a mare will have some 
faults that need improving. The obvious 
solution is to visit a stallion who is strong 
in those areas, and reproduces those 
strengths. Mating opposite types in hopes 
of getting an ideal blend or a happy medi¬ 
um is very chancy, however. 

A large stallion and a small mare will 
often produce a foal who is out of 
balance—too large in some places, too 
small in others. A stallion who is over at 
the knee is usually not the solution for a 
mare who is back at the knee. Absolute 
size is probably less important than pro¬ 
portion. A small stallion and a large mare 
may be ideal mates if they are propor¬ 
tioned similarly. 

Racing aptitude and temperament 
should also be blended as compatibly as 
possible. A mare with a lot of stamina but 
little speed will usually want a stallion 
with speed to burn, and vice-versa. Simi¬ 


larly, a hotheaded mare will probably ap¬ 
preciate a stallion who throws calm, well- 
behaved offspring. 

A well-planned mating is a lot like the 
recipe for a fine meal. A proper blending 
of the main ingredients is essential, along 
with the right secondary ingredients for 
seasoning. This is basically what Vuillier 
found a century ago, and it holds true to¬ 
day. 

The main ingredients at present would 
seem to be the blood of Northern 
Dancer, Mr. Prospector and *Nasrullah. 
In general, these bloodlines should be 
added to mares who lack them, or re¬ 
turned through some form of inbreeding 
with mares who already have them in 
their pedigrees. 

Note that crosses between these three 
bloodlines will also create inbreeding to 
some major “chefs.” The Northern Danc¬ 
er—*Nasrullah cross creates inbreeding 
to Nearco, while the Mr. Prospector— 
Northern Dancer cross creates inbreeding 
to both Nearco and Native Dancer. 

The school of pedigree breeders is of¬ 
ten at odds with the conformational 
breeders, but the two schools probably 
have more in common than they realize. 
In reinforcing the best outward qualities 
by breeding like to like, conformational 
breeders are often linebreeding without 
realizing it (as in the examples above), 
while the devotees of linebreeding are 
usually reinforcing conformational quali¬ 
ties as well. 

The modern-day chef list has now 
been expanded to more than 100 stal¬ 
lions, but only a handful are key ingredi¬ 
ents in today’s pedigrees. In addition to 
the three prime chefs mentioned above, 
sires such as *Ribot, Hail to Reason, 
Buckpasser, Damascus and In Reality can 
add the important seasoning to a pedi¬ 
gree. And important broodmares such as 
Grey Flight, Almahmoud and Somethin- 
groyal are also showing up in large doses 
among the best horses. 

Breeders should keep in mind there 
are always exceptions to the rule, howev¬ 
er. A mare who appears to need *Nasrul- 
lah in her pedigree will not always benefit 
from it, though most will. And a mare 
who figures to like outcrossing to a large 
stallion will sometimes prove to do best 
with just the opposite. 

There is still a lot of chance involved 
any time we shuffle together 60,000 
genes and put them into a foal. By using 
proven strategies of nicking, linebreeding 
and conformational mating we can signif- 
icandy improve our odds for success. ❖

AROUND THE OVALS 


VLTs could be a bad bet 
for Charles Town horsemen

R andy Funkhouser, master of O’Sulli¬ 
van Farms and three-term president 
of the Charles Town HBPA, keeps 
tabs on the track’s fiscal numbers, and 
doesn’t particularly like what he sees. 
“Horsemen, in general, don’t really know 
how the splits from live wagering, simul¬ 
cast wagering and the video lottery termi¬ 
nals (VLTs) work out,” Funkhouser said. 
“If they did, they’d be as concerned as I 
am.” 

For each dollar wagered on the live 
product at Charles Town, about 80.05 
percent goes back to the bettor. The 
same is true for each dollar wagered on a 
race that Charles Town simulcasts from 
another track. But for every dollar that’s 
put into a VLT, the bettor receives a pay¬ 
back of approximately 88.5 percent. 
That, in itself, serves as a powerful incen¬ 
tive for the video lottery to be the pa¬ 
trons’ game of choice. 

From each dollar wagered on live rac¬ 
ing, both the track and the horsemen’s 
purse account receive 8.3 percent. From 
each dollar wagered on simulcasts, the 
two parties individually get 6.5 percent. 
But from each dollar that’s put through 
the VLTs, the track gets 5.27 percent, 
while the purse account is enriched with 
only a 1.57 percent share—or, to put it 
this way, the track receives well over three 
times what the horsemen do. 

“Penn National Gaming (Charles 
Town’s parent company) argues that they 
have all these costs to deal with and, yes, 
they do, they’re spending $30 million to 
renovate the place,” said Funkhouser. 
“But the split of percentages is a perpetu¬ 
al thing. The percentages will remain the 
same long after Charles Town’s com¬ 
pletely rebuilt. And where do you think 
the interest of the state of West Virginia’s 
going to be? The state gets 1 percent 


from each dollar generated by live and 
simulcast racing, but it receives 3.36 per¬ 
cent from every VLT dollar.” 

Breeders? By Funkhouser’s calcula¬ 
tions, the development fund for Thor¬ 
oughbreds gets 2 percent from each live 
wagering dollar and 1 percent from each 
simulcast dollar, but only .08 percent 
from each VLT dollar. “If somebody puts 
$2,500 through a VLT, only two dollars 
of that will go towards the development 
of Thoroughbreds in this state,” he said. 

Funkhouser is not an opponent of 
VLTs. He participated in the campaign to 
gain approval for them from the voters of 
Jefferson County (where Charles Town is 
located). That came in November, 1996, 
by a 63-37 percent margin. And Funk¬ 
houser realizes that, without the ma¬ 
chines, Charles Town would no longer be 
in operation. 

But Funkhouser does not view the 
VLTs as constituting the cure for all ills. 
“The 224 machines that were installed in 
mid-September were each averaging 
about $199 in gross handle per day,” 
Funkhouser said. “By mid-October, 
Charles Town had 400 VLTs in opera¬ 
tion, but the per diem handle per ma¬ 
chine had dropped to about $160. 

“The track hasn’t really done any real 
advertising yet, because it’s remained a 
construction site,” said Funkhouser. 
“Meanwhile, Charles Town’s had trouble 
filling maiden special weight and 2-and 3- 
year-old allowance races all season. The 
jury’s still out on this whole situation, 
and it will be for some time.” 



T he final two weeks of racing at the 
inaugural Colonial Downs meet 
included nine stakes, and jockey 
Steve Hamilton was aboard the winning 
horses in three of them. Hamilton, who 


turned 24 the day before the meet ended, 
won a pair of stakes on October 4, boot¬ 
ing Capture the Gold to a three and a 
half-length triumph in the $75,000 
Montpelier, and Flying Yolanda to a two 
and a quarter-length victory in the 
$30,000 Williamsburg. Then, on closing 
day, October 12, Hamilton guided Mer¬ 
cy Me to a wire-to-wire, three-quarter- 
length decision in the $100,000 Tippett. 

Hamilton is originally from Baton 
Rouge, La.—the same state that has pro¬ 
duced such heralded jockeys as Eric 
Guerin, Eddie Delahoussaye, Randy 
Romero, Craig Perret, Shane Sellers and 
Kent Desormeaux. The latter, while rid¬ 
ing almost exclusively in Maryland, set an 
all-time single season record for most 
wins by a jockey—598—in 1989. Hamil¬ 
ton has not achieved Desormeaux’s mea¬ 
sure of fame, but he promises to have lots 
of fine years ahead of him, and the early 
chapters of his professional career have 
their own fascination. Before coming 
East, Hamilton rode bulls in rodeos. 

Kudos, deservedly, have been accord¬ 
ed to Edgar Prado throughout this season, 
as he continues to lead all North Ameri¬ 
can jockeys in wins. But the Maryland/ 
Virginia circuit has other talented reins- 
men. Hamilton is one example. Mark 
Johnston is another. Johnston, 27, won 
Colonial’s $50,000 Virginia Gentleman 
Handicap with Secret Prospect on Octo¬ 
ber 5, and then copped the $100,000 
Chenery Stakes with Victory Gallop on 
October 11. Both scores were achieved in 
come-from-behind fashion. 

It must be mentioned, of course, that 
Prado led all Colonial jockeys in both vic¬ 
tories (59) and stakes triumphs (six), 
while achieving a win ratio for the meet 
of 34.3 percent. In late October, Prado 
journeyed out to Keeneland for a day, ac¬ 
cepted two mounts, booted one of them 
home, and after severely altering course 
to avoid an injured horse, finished a 
strong second with the other. Eclipse 
award voters, please take note—Prado has 
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Foligno — Lillians Flight, by Misty Flight

been performing up to this caliber all year 
(more on his exploits will be included in 
this report a bit later). 



A starter allowance race on October 
25 went oft' with just two horses. 
Six had originally been scheduled 
to go postward in the mile event, but 
rains descended on Delaware Park and a 
quartet of runners scratched. Select Ses¬ 
sion, the 3-5 favorite, took the lead out of 
the gate and never allowed Tote Dancer, 
who went oft'at 7-10, to catch him. The 
final margin in the impromptu match was 
five lengths. 

Among those who opted out because 
of the sloppy conditions was Whomsoever 
Proud, a 7-year-old gelded son of Proud 
Truth. Whomsoever Proud came into the 
day with six consecutive victories, all at 
Delaware, and had thus tied the track’s 
standard for a single meet—which had 
originally been set by Light Hearted in 
1972, and equaled by Kiss My Tan in 
1978. 

Whomsoever Proud’s streak com¬ 
menced with a pair of wins while running 
for a $32,000 tag on May 25 and July 5. 
He then won in $40,000 claiming com¬ 
pany on July 29 and for a $50,000 tag on 
August 12. From there, trainer Allen 
Iwinski and owner Bruno Schickedanz 
sent Whomsoever Proud to join the 
stakes ranks, and he responded with a 
wire-to-wire victory 7 in the $50,000 Own¬ 
ers Day Handicap on September 6, and a 
stalking, driving triumph in the $150,000 
Brandywine Handicap on October 4. 
Mike McCarthy, a record-setter himself 
at Delaware this season, was aboard for all 
six wins. 

Through October 27, Darci Rice had 
recorded 37 wins at Delaware this season. 
Twenty-nine of them came aboard horses 
trained by Jonathan Sheppard. Included 
was a come-from-behind triumph with 
Augustin Stable’s Beyrouth in the 
$100,000 All Along Stakes-G2 on Octo¬ 
ber 4. The All Along is a Maryland Jockey 
Club event, and had been scheduled this 
season at Colonial Downs. (Colonial’s 
nine-furlong greensward wasn’t ready for 
competition this year.) 

Despite the most lucrative purse struc¬ 
ture for any Mid-Atlantic track, fields at 
Delaware were small during October. 
This was particularly true after turf racing 
culminated on October 12. For the 
whole of the month, Thoroughbred 
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fields averaged just 7.24 horses per race. 
And of the 21 cards that were run, two- 
thirds of them included only eight Thor¬ 
oughbred events. Overnight purses aver¬ 
aged $139,605 per day, a figure that was 
down from the earlier months of 1997— 
but, then, Delaware’s October offerings 
included fewer races than earlier in the 
season. 

Slot business continues to boom. 
Conversely, on October 20, the handle 
for nine live races (eight with Thorough¬ 
breds plus one with Arabians) totaled 
$98,441. The race crowd that afternoon 
was announced as 2,478, which, if one 
believes that figure, means that per capita 
betting worked out to $39.73. 



S ome further notes on the sort of sea¬ 
son that Edgar Prado’s having: 
Through October 19, he had ac¬ 
cepted 1,662 mounts and had scored 
with 439, which worked out to a win ra¬ 
tio of 26.4 percent. At this point, Prado 
was outdistancing the jockey who ranked 
second in the North American standings, 
Russell Baze, by more than 100 victories. 
Through the initial nine and a half 
months of the year, Prado had been aver¬ 
aging about 10.5 wins per week. This put 
him on pace to achieve somewhere be¬ 
tween 545 and 550 victories for the en¬ 
tirety of the 1997 season—a figure that, if 
achieved, would challenge the 546 regis¬ 
tered by Chris McCarron in 1977, a stan¬ 
dard surpassed only by Desormeaux’s 
aforementioned total in ’89. 

Might Prado challenge Desormeaux’s 
record? To do that would likely require 
frequent traveling during the final month 
of the year. Delaware Park culminated its 
live season in mid-November; Meadow- 
lands will do the same with its live meet 
on December 13. Which means that, in 
addition to riding the five-day-per-week 
cards at Laurel, Prado would have to 
make forays to Charles Town (about a 
one and a half-hour drive), Philadelphia 
Park (about three hours distant) and/or 
Penn National (also about a three-hour 
car drive from eastern Maryland, if traffic 
cooperates). Prado would have to ride 
horses seven days a week, often during 
both the afternoon and evening. His 
agent Steve Rushing also serves as a tire¬ 
less chauffeur for Prado’s riding engage¬ 
ments at various tracks. As of this writing, 
a challenge to Desormeaux’s mark, in ’97, 
seems implausible—but not impossible. 


The difference between seven furlongs 
and \Vi6 miles is 990 feet, which is pretty 
much equivalent to the length of the 
stretch at most race tracks. It was by 990 
feet, or three-sixteenths of a mile, that the 
starting gate was incorrectly placed for 
Laurel’s seventh race on October 15. The 
winner, Trusty Kris, cruised wire-to-wire 
over the shortened distance. The error in 
gate placement wasn’t realized until after 
the race was declared official. Laurel’s 
stewards allowed the results to stand. 

Chronology: the race was originally 
carded for a mile and a sixteenth on the 
turf, but rain necessitated a switch to the 
main track. Laurel’s program stated that 
the distance would remain the same. But 
the assistant starter in charge of position¬ 
ing the gate was working from an early 
proof of the program, which contained 
the erroneous information that, if 
switched to the dirt, the race would be 
run at seven furlongs. So, too, was track 
announcer Dave Rodman, who told the 
multitudes via public address that the dis¬ 
tance would be seven-eighths of a mile. 

Trusty Kris, who was sent off at odds 
of nearly 8-to-l, making him the longest 
shot on the board in the field of five, was 
clear by two and a half lengths at the fur¬ 
long marker, and held on to prevail by 
three-quarters of a length. Bold Decor, 
the 7-5 favorite, was closing fast at the 
finish—consensus was that, at a mile and 
a sixteenth, he would have won by as far 
as the average person can throw a rock. 
Periodically, over the decades, this sort of 
thing has happened at other Mid-Atlantic 
tracks and elsewhere. It seems safe to pre¬ 
dict that it will not happen again in Mary¬ 
land for a long, long time.

Krone initially brought her tack to 
Meadowlands in 1982. She rode there for 
the remainder of the decade and topped 
the track’s rider standings for four con¬ 
secutive years, from 1987 through 1990. 
From ’87 through ’89, she also led the 
jockey standings at Monmouth Park. 
Originally from Benton Harbor, Mich., 
Krone now lives in Colts Neck, N.J., hav¬ 
ing returned to the circuit that she domi¬ 
nated during the early years of her star¬ 
dom. 


In September, Krone won the 
$40,000 Jersey Jumper Stakes with 
Madam Fireplace; her second stakes score 
of the meet came with Candy Native in 
the $40,000 Kingland Stakes on October 
11. She prefers not to discuss issues of 
gender (“I’m a jockey, period!” Krone 
says), but it should be noted that ten fe¬ 
male riders have won races during the 
first two months of the 1997 Meadow- 
lands session. The group includes Krone, 
Diane Crump, Diane Nelson, Paula 


Keim-Bruno, Brenda Zoppo-Bundy, 
Elaina Sheridan, Alison Hershbell, Deirdre 
Panas, Lisa DelliPaoli and Darci Rice. 

Scenes for the television show 
Dellaventura, starring Danny Aiello, were 
shot on the second level of the Meadow- 
lands grandstand on October 29. This 
was done in conjunction with a live 
Wednesday afternoon card. An assistant 
director kept telling race track patrons, 
“please sit down,” and “quiet in back!” 
But when he requested rousing noise 


“No place else I’d rather be,” says 
Penn National trainer Karen Kunes 


O n October 22 at Penn Nation¬ 
al, trainer Karen Kunes ran 
four horses and won four 
races. An absolutely perfect night, eh? 
“I guess so,” said Kunes, flashing a big 
grin. “Going four-for-four feels as 
good as it gets, but I’ve also gone 
through periods when I can’t seem to 
win, and that’s as bad as it gets. But the 
good times always manage to balance 
off the bad ones.” 

For the 37-year-old Kunes, there 
have been lots of good times, and one 
suspects that the best of times are still 
to come. A protege of the late Mario 
Beneito, she was the fourth leading 
trainer at Penn National during each of 
the past two years, and will finish sec¬ 
ond in the standings to Harry F. 
Thompson Jr. in 1997. 

In 1996, Kunes recorded 116 victo¬ 
ries at Penn National. Through late 
October of ’97, she had already 
achieved a new single season standard 
for herself with 132, which was also the 
most for any female trainer in North 
America. Horses trained by Jenine Sa- 
hadi out in California make a lot more 
money, but Sahadi doesn’t visit the 
winner’s circle as frequently as Karen 
Kunes. 

Kunes works almost exclusively with 
claimers. That’s true for virtually every¬ 
one headquartered at Penn National 
and, hey, it’s a living, and in beautiful 
surroundings. There are the unspoiled 
whiteness of the central Pennsylvania 
mountains in winter, the warm rains 
and the green countryside of spring, 
the ripening corn fields in the summer, 
and the brilliant foliage in the fall. Penn 



National runs year-round, and Kunes is 
there for all seasons. “No place else I’d 
rather be,” she said. 

Kunes w r as born in Harrisburg, Pa., 
and attended school there. So she’s 
lived in the Penn National area all her 
life. Her parents owned a farm on 
Route 743, which leads from Hershey 
to Grantville (the location of the track), 
and Beneito used to board horses 
there. In 1976, the farm w r as sold, and 
Kunes took a job wdth Beneito. He 
quickly became the most important 
person in her life. 

They wwked together. They lived 
together. They fell in love and had a 
child, Joseph Beneito, who is now 11. 
From 1984 through 1994, Beneito led 
the Penn National trainer standings 
every year, and Kunes was his top assis¬ 
tant. “I’ve met tons of people, but no¬ 
body else as sharp as him,” she said. 
“He had a sixth sense about horses. 
And he drilled the need for proper 


business practices into me, especially in 
regard to appreciating and respecting 
owners.” 

Beneito died of cancer on February 
11, 1995. By then, Kunes already had a 
trainer’s license, and many of the 
Beneito clients, including Albert Jevre- 
movik, Esther Ludwig, Larry McClain, 
Eliot Krems and Jack Zoltak, stayed 
with her. Kunes remained stabled in 
what w'as formerly Beneito’s barn, just 
beyond Penn National’s mile and a 
quarter chute, and her stalls are full— 
with 55 horses. 

The quartet of wins on October 22 
were all achieved by horses owned by 
Jevremovik. Clinton Potts rode all four. 
The initial victory came in the first race 
on the card with the 3-year-old filly 
Lextown Dancer, who scored at six fur¬ 
longs in $2,500 claiming company. 
Next came a triumph by the 5-year-old 
gelding Probably Will, who copped the 
seventh race, a one mile and seventy 
yard event, for a $4,000 tag. 

To the Cross, a 5-year-old gelding, 
won the eighth and featured race of the 
evening, a six-furlong event, in which 
he was entered for a $16,000 tag. And 
Double Blaze, a 3-year-old filly, made 
it all complete in the ninth race, when 
she won at six furlongs in $4,000 com¬ 
pany. 

Four wins on one card by a trainer is 
not a Penn National record. Beneito 
did it on numerous occasions. Thomp¬ 
son has achieved the feat for his top 
outfit, Double Deuce Stable, as recent¬ 
ly as October 17 of this year. But it’s 
still a lot wins for a single week, never 
mind a single night.

during the running of a race, he received 
no short supply of cooperation—never 
before have $5,000 claimers received 
such enthusiasm as they left the gate. The 
cheering continued without abatement 
throughout their mile and a sixteenth 
tour around the main oval. The winner 
was a 7-year-old mare named Marc Twist, 
with Nick Santagata in the irons. 

So, with the show scheduled to air in 
late November, Marc Twist was dutifully 
assured of her few seconds of fame. The 
same was true for the happy multitudes in 
the Meadowlands grandstand. And there 
was no extra cost to the Dellaventura 
people, who put up a sign that read, 
“Your presence in this area shall be 
deemed consent to photograph you, 
record your voice and mannerisms and to 
exploit such photographs and recordings 
in any productions in all media, whether 
or not yet contemplated, throughout the 
universe in perpetuity.” 



S ilver Slewsie, a 5 year old mare, 
cruised home an easy winner in the 
third race, a mile and 70 yard event 
for $2,500 claimers on October 25. Silver 
Slewsie campaigns for Rosanne Dohner’s 
Double Deuce Stable. Dohner lives in Ann 
ville, Pa., just eight miles from the track. 
Silver Slewsie’s score was the 157th of the 
year for Double Deuce at Penn National, 
which establishes a new record for a sin¬ 
gle season, eclipsing the old standard held 
by Esther Ludwig’s Arenel Farms. 

Double Deuce is thus poised to cop 
Penn National’s leading owner title for a 
third consecutive year. The stable’s con¬ 
ditioner is Harry F. Thompson Jr., who, 
not surprisingly, has led all Penn National 
trainers in victories the past two seasons, 
and will do the same again this year, sur¬ 
passing the late Mario Beneito’s single 
season record (212 wins, achieved in 
1992) to boot. Double Deuce is almost 
exclusively a claiming outfit. First call to 
ride goes to David L. Appleby Jr., who in 
October won races in bunches with the 
vast bulk of his wins coming aboard Dou¬ 
ble Deuce horses. 

Appleby rode five winners on the Oc¬ 
tober 17 Penn National card. Four of 
them came with a leg up from Thompson 
on Double Deuce runners. Prior to this, 
Appleby achieved a riding triple on Octo¬ 
ber 8, another triple on October 13 and a 
riding double on October 15. Every one 
of those wins came while wearing silks 
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colored blue, with a blue “DD” on a 
white ball. 

In 1996, Double Deuce’s wins at 
Penn National totaled 114. Stevark Sta¬ 
ble, Inc., ranked second, with 57; Patricia 
Bellucci came in third, with 39. So Dohn¬ 
er’s outfit recorded more victories than 
her two closest competitors combined. 
That almost assuredly will be the case 
again for the whole of this season. In fact, 
a win total of 200 or higher is not out of 
the question, especially when considering 
that Penn National’s live season is truly 
year-round, extending right through De¬ 
cember 31. 

And, contrary to rumors on the back¬ 
side, there are no plans afoot for Penn 
National to shorten its live season. Penn¬ 
sylvania law dictates that the track must 
offer at least 220 live cards per year. The 
current four-day race week that Penn Na¬ 
tional adopts during the cold weather 
months fits best into a year-round sched¬ 
ule, which has been the norm and, ac¬ 
cording to numerous track officials, will 


T hree of the region’s most ac¬ 
complished 3-year-old fillies 
came within three lengths of 
each other at the finish of Philadelphia 
Park’s premier event for distaffers, the 
Grade 2 Cotillion Handicap on Octo¬ 
ber 4.

of the Pennsylvania House of Representa¬ 
tives, believes that enough votes already 
exist in both the House and Senate for a 
statewide referendum. Perzel is a strong 
ally of Governor Tom Ridge (R), who has 
also expressed a preference for the issue 
to be put before the Pennsylvania elec¬ 
torate. 

A referendum could come as early as 
this spring, although approval or rejec¬ 
tion of such a measure would likely still 
be subject to: (1) further legislative ap¬ 
proval, and (2) local option votes. There 
are currentiy four race tracks in operation 
in Pennsylvania: Philadelphia Park, Penn 
National, Pocono Downs (which is also 
owned and operated by Penn National 
Gaming, Inc.) and The Meadows, a small 
harness track run by the Ladbroke Racing 
Corporation near Pittsburgh. 

Somewhat of a consensus exists that 
that the tracks might be allowed a com¬ 
bined total of 3,000 slot machines. The 
tracks each also have their own regional 
OTB systems—the combined number of 
parlors in operation should swell to over 
20 by the end of next year. Might these 
facilities be included in slot legislation? 
There seems to be no defining consensus 
on that point. 


Perzel, though, would also like to see 
riverboat casinos operating on Pennsylva¬ 
nia waters. Millions of gambling dollars 
flow daily from eastern Pennsylvania to 
Atlantic City. Sizable sums also flow from 
the western portion of the state to the 
video lottery terminals (VLTs) at Moun¬ 
taineer Park. And the VLTs at Charles 
Town promise to tap in heavily to the 
south central Pennsylvania market. 

Slots would provide general fund rev¬ 
enues to both the state and Pennsylvania’s 
cities. It is theorized that they could also 
be used to underwrite four new stadiums 
for baseball’s Philadelphia Phillies and 
Pittsburgh Pirates, and the NFL’s Phila¬ 
delphia Eagles and Pittsburgh Steelers. 

Meanwhile, Philadelphia Park, since 
August 1, has experienced business de¬ 
clines across-the-board of 20 percent. 
This has been the case despite the cash in¬ 
flows from the five OTB parlors that the 
track operates, a phone betting system 
that includes 15,000 subscribers and a 
simulcast network that, on a given day, 
will include anywhere from 60 to 300 
outlets nationwide. 

“Delaware Park is killing us,” said 
Kallens, Philadelphia Park’s vice president 
of marketing and public relations. “The 
purses at Delaware have taken jockeys 


such as Mike McCarthy and Bobby 
Colton away from us. They’ve lured 
trainers such as Allen Iwinski, Bob Camac 
and Robert Seeger. Under current cir¬ 
cumstances, it’s impossible for us to com¬ 
pete with them.” 

To emphasize his point, Kallens has 
assembled a four-page brochure filled 
with newspaper articles about slot ma¬ 
chines and what they’ve done to, and for, 
race tracks around the country. The 
headlines, alone, are eye catching: “Ar¬ 
lington Park Closes as a Result of River- 
boat Competition,” “Prairie Meadows 
Racetrack and Slots Emerges #1 in Mid¬ 
west,” “West Virginia Video Lottery Rev¬ 
enue Soars,” “$2.4 Billion Played in 
Delaware Slots in 8 Months.”

Stuart Janney III tackles major 
challenges as new TOBA chairman

A GENERATION AGO, HIS FATHER 
routinely went clopping down 
main streets and tethered his 
pony outside a barber shop in Pikesville, 
Md., across from a home for Confederate 
soldiers. Last summer, in his broad stone 
house not far from there, Stuart S. Janney 
III watched fringe sports on cable televi¬ 
sion and considered their ties to his fa¬ 
ther’s sanguine, horse-drawn era. 

The X Games, athletic competitions of 
an estimably esoteric sort, gathered skate¬ 
boarders and roller-bladers and rock 
climbers. Janney found it strangely pro¬ 
vocative. 

“My son was actually watching these 
games, sports that are not even sports,” 
he said. “I said, ‘Matthew, why are you 
watching this stuff? ’ And the response I 
got was that these were the best roller- 
bladers, or the best skateboarders. And 
then I listened to it for a while, and they 
had all these sorts of very upbeat sports- 
casters who were busy telling everybody 
that they were watching the best skate¬ 
boarders in the world. To me there was a 
message there as to what racing lacks.” 

Janney, 49, is seated to apply such 
conclusions. Elected chairman of the 
Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders As¬ 
sociation (TOBA) in August, the lawyer 
and venture capitalist hopes soon to build 
a bridge to racing’s growingly distant 
past. 

Decades since Marshall McLuhan sold 
the notion that the medium is the mes¬ 
sage, racing industry leaders seem to be 
tuning in. Janney particularly sees nation¬ 
al television as a way to transport horses 
back into the minds of Americans as part 
of a comprehensive plan to revitalize rac¬ 
ing. 

“As far as TV, you’ve got to buy it; I 
mean, that really is what it comes down 
to,” Janney said. “There is a limited num¬ 
ber of things that TV buys themselves to 
put on. Everything else, whether it’s the 
X Games or whatever, you’ve got to put 



up the money. Racing has never been 
willing to put up the money.” 

But that appears a withering reluc¬ 
tance. Janney and some hundred other 
horse owners tied to the National Thor¬ 
oughbred Association (NTA) have 
ponied up $50,000 apiece, arming the in¬ 
dustry with a $5-million war chest for ad¬ 
vertising, marketing and promotion. The 
NTA grew into the NTRA, the National 
Thoroughbred Racing Association, an al¬ 
liance born of sponsorship as well from 
The Jockey Club, the Breeders’ Cup, 
Keeneland Race Course and the Oak 
Tree Racing Association. 

“The great question is, how do you 
change racing?” Janney said. “The origi¬ 
nal NTA proposal was not necessarily the 
right thing to do—the idea of [Thor¬ 
oughbred] owners completely control¬ 
ling the sport. Well, that isn’t the propos¬ 
al anymore. With the alliance, what’s 
basically being said is that we’re going to 
try. . . and get everybody to recognize the 
common ground and go forward.” 

Racing analysts say the sport must 
have financial thrust from most major 
race tracks to maximize the project, 
scheduled for implementation in late 
1998. It is a venture for which Janney can 


summon influential ties: He is a member 
of The Jockey Club, chaired by his 
cousin, Ogden Mills (Dinny) Phipps. 
He’s a director of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association, president of the 
Maryland Million, a board member of 
Johns Hopkins University. 

Janney says he “sort of gravitated” to 
the TOBA chairmanship after serving sev¬ 
eral years as a director for the organiza¬ 
tion but nonetheless welcomed the nomi¬ 
nation. “I felt that clearly racing has got 
to do some things,” he said. “I’ve got a 
significant investment in the sport. I en¬ 
joy the people that are involved it; I can 
be mad at them at times for one reason or 
another, but I enjoy them. And if people 
want me to do these sorts of things, then 
I should do them.” 

As for continuing the racing and 
breeding operation of his deceased par¬ 
ents, Janney said he felt no obligation. 
Mr. and Mrs. Stuart S. Janney Jr. bred 
and owned the tragically gifted Ruffian as 
well as 1988 Kentucky Derby favorite 
Private Terms. Both descended from the 
mare Bold Irish, one of three foundation 
broodmares bred by Mr. Janney’s moth- 
er-in-law Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps of 
Wheatley Stable and given to Barbara and 
Stuart as Christmas gifts in the 1950s. 
The Janneys named their stable Locust 
Hill for their 370-acre farm in Buder, Md. 

“In point of fact, I suspect my parents 
. . . probably didn’t think it was going to 
continue,” Stuart said of the racing and 
breeding aspect. “I went into that 
thought process with a very open mind.” 

Today his stable encompasses nine 
horses in training, including top 2-year- 
old Coronado’s Quest, and 11 brood¬ 
mares. Janney boards most of the brood¬ 
mares at Claiborne Farm in Kentucky and 
often consults farm owner Seth Hancock 
on stallion matchups. 

Like his father, Janney has a small sta¬ 
ble given to quality, and the overriding 
urge to take the horse down Main Street 
again. ❖

Sharp trainer emerges 
from shadow of legend

W hen Bayard Sharp made 
Mike Cotero his trainer in 
April, 1996, it was more of a 
succession than an appointment. “Era” 
does not quite cover the stewardship of 
Sharp’s longtime trainer Charlie Peoples, 
who was passing the baton at age 72; it 
evokes crossword puzzle words like 
epochal. 

When Sharp hired Charlie Peoples 
there was a “police action” in Korea, Al¬ 
fred Vanderbilt had a likely gray colt by 
Polynesian and Mike Cotero had not yet 
joined his two older brothers in Akron, 
Ohio, where his father was a jockey. Ed¬ 
die Cotero had ridden in a lot of places, 
including Mexico, before he gravitated to 
Maryland in the 1960s. He galloped 
some for Bernie Bond and Tommy Bak¬ 
er, now the Laurel/Pimlico racing secre¬ 
tary, before he began work at Sharp Farm 
in Middletown, Del., where Mike’s pro¬ 
fessional life began. 

The young Cotero rode in the ’70s 
(“mosdy at bull rings like Dover and 
Pocono”) before he got big. Now, at 44 
and 150 pounds, he still gallops some of 
the dozen horses Sharp has in training. 
But his earnest face brightens when he 
speaks of breaking the yearlings, his delight. 

He and his four riders broke 11 of 
them at the end of August. “Got ’em to 
gallop around the track a few times and 
turned ’em out in the third week,” 
Cotero said proudly, low-key in the Peo¬ 
ples tradition. “Did very little ducking or 
diving on us. They’re easy because we’ve 
handled them right along: brushed ’em, 
took their temperature. They’re used to 
humans; they’re not strangers.” 

The familiarity that breeds content¬ 
ment was a factor in the transition from 
Charlie to Mike. Cotero had assisted for 
years, but began saddling the talented, 
willful Baron de Vaux when the big colt 
became too much for Peoples, whose 
powers were diminished by emphysema. 
The Baron could be too much for any¬ 
body he didn’t know, Mike recalled. “He 
could be nasty. If a stranger tried to walk

him he’d herd him into a wall. But get 
the saddle on him, and he was fine.” 

Baron de Vaux, a multiple stakes win¬ 
ner of $884,375 who placed third in the 
1990 Belmont Stakes, was the last of sev¬ 
eral horses who threatened greatness in 
Peoples’s tenure, beginning with Troilus. 
That son of * Priam II won the Flamingo 
Stakes in 1959 but stopped after three- 
quarters in the Derby and was last. 

Mike took Dixieland Band to Ken¬ 
tucky in 1983. In the Maryland Juvenile 
Championship he had beaten Deputed 
Testamony and Caveat, who would win 
the Preakness and the Belmont Stakes. 
“But he didn’t run good in the Derby 
Trial,” Cotero recalled. Handled patient¬ 
ly, Dixieland Band ($441,320) won two 
graded stakes and retired to stud in 
Kentucky, where he quickly established 
himself as a top sire. Sharp and his step¬ 
son-in-law William S. Farish campaigned 
Dixieland Band’s son Dixieland Brass, 
who seemed the real thing, winning the 
1989 Hutcheson-G3 and Fountain of 
Youth-G2 to be 9-10 in the Florida Der- 
by-Gl, but pulled a tendon after a half- 
mile and was done. 

Mr. Sharp commissions no expedi¬ 
tions to Florida unless they involve a 


horse of established Triple Crown poten¬ 
tial or the equivalent, Mike Cotero noted 
as he saddled Tunicle—a homebred—for 
the Grade 3 Martha Washington Stakes at 
Laurel on October 25. It seemed remote 
that the improving 3-year-old daughter 
of Dixieland Band (a half-sister to Baron 
de Vaux) would improve that much, but 
it’s a game of hope. Her chances were not 
enhanced by the rain that washed the 
stakes off the grass, Tunicle’s milieu in 
her last three starts, two victories and an 
honorable second. 

“Had to try her,” Cotero said, and 
Tunicle tried at 32-1. “Three lengths 
off,” Cotero told himself as they reached 
the far turn. She was moving on the out¬ 
side nearing the quarter pole. “But that,” 
rider Joe Rocco said as he made a clicking 
sound with his tongue, “was it.” 

There are other hopes. Bayard Sharp, 
yachting in the Bahamas, was cheered to 
know that the easiest of those 11 year¬ 
lings to break were the two he bought at 
auction last summer. He selected a colt 
by 1993 Kentucky Derby winner Sea 
Hero (out of the Northern Prospect mare 
Gala Prospector) at Saratoga for $460,000 
(sixth-highest price of the sale), and one 
by Danzig out of Sea Hero’s graded 
stakes-winning half-sister Glowing Hon¬ 
or (by Seattle Slew) at Keeneland July for 
$325,000. 

Mike has run only one 2-year-old this 
year, a light-boned colt named Don’t Hit 
Sister who didn’t do well going short but 
is by Fit to Fight, who went longer as he 
got older and became a millionaire. It was 
encouraging, too, when his half-sister, 3- 
year-old Sister Bertie, broke her maiden 
“nicely” going a mile and 70 at Delaware 
in October. She’s by Gulch out of Sister 
Marietta (Baron de Vaux’s half-sister by 
Run the Gandet). Cotero is also cherish¬ 
ing another sibling, a weanling colt by Fit 
to Fight, “and that Run the Gandet fami¬ 
ly runs all day,” Mike said. 

That colt and his trainer will be quite 
familiar with each other by the time he 
gets to the track. That will help. ♦♦♦

Rosters expand for 
1998 breeding season 



Silver Comet gets his 
first winner 

George’s Dream, a gelded son of Elber- 
ton Hill Farm stallion Silver Comet, be¬ 
came the first winner for his sire when he 
captured a seven-furlong maiden special 
weight at Charles Town on August 31. 
The gray 4-year-old is owned by his 
breeder George E. Clark Jr. and trained 
by Deborah Blankenship. Foaled in 
Maryland, George’s Dream (out of Miss 
Monky Mary, by Red Monk) is from his 
sire’s first crop. 

Silver Comet retired to stud after a 
seven-year career in which he started 87 
times and earned $520,492. His 15 vic¬ 
tories included four stakes (Cliff Hanger 
H-G3, Homestead S, Chad S and Sum¬ 
ming S). In addition, he had nine stakes- 
placings, including the Grade 1 Philip H.

By Flip Sal out of Hail to Reason’s 
daughter Pretty Reason, Silver Comet is a 
half-brother to stakes winner Strawberry 
Reason and stakes-placed Torso and Pret¬ 
ty Exciting. He stands on a private con¬ 
tract basis at Elberton Hill, in Darlington, 
Md. 

Rockburn Farm happenings 

Rockburn Farm’s stallion roster has ex¬ 
panded dramatically with the relocation 
of several horses to the establishment in 
Marshall, Va. 

New to Virginia is established sire 
Majesty’s Prince. A son of leading sire His 
Majesty out of Pied Princess (by Tom 
Fool), Majesty’s Prince has amassed over 
$4.5 million in progeny earnings since his 
retirement to stud in 1985. 

Among Majesty’s Prince’s top runners 
is the good sprinter Majesty’s Turn 
($333,298, General George S-G2, etc.) 
and top turf horse Dr. Kiernan 
($298,266, Bowling Green H-G2, etc.).

Also moving to Rockburn are Dres¬ 
den Farm’s Gorky Park (Fr) and New- 
stead Farm Corporation’s Chenin Blanc 
and Genuine Reward. This brings the to¬ 
tal number of stallions on the roster to 
ten, making Rockburn the largest stallion 
operation in the state. 

Secret Hello joins 
Virginia ranks 

Albemarle Stud has brought Grade 1 
winner Secret Hello to Free Union, Va., 
to stand at stud in 1998. He previously 
stood in Kentucky. 

A 10-year-old son of Private Account 
—Ciao, by Silent Screen, Secret Hello 
was a graded stakes winner each of the 
three seasons he raced. He won the Ar- 


lington-Washington Futurity-Gl and 
Waukegan Breeders’ Cup Stakes at 2, the 
latter over Unbridled. The following sea¬ 
son, competing solely in stakes, he took 
the Saint Paul Derby-G2 and Clark 
Stakes-G3. He added the Canterbury 
Cup Handicap-G3 as a 4-year-old and re¬ 
tired with career earnings of $784,259 in 
22 starts. In addition to six victories, he 
placed in nine other starts, eight of them 
stakes (five graded). 

With three crops of racing age (54 
runners), Secret Hello has sired three 
stakes winners and four stakes-placed 
horses. His daughter Silent Greeting, 
winner of the Grade 3 Martha Washing¬ 
ton Stakes, has earned $215,303; son 
Royal Tramp has amassed $209,558, 
winning or placing in five stakes. 

Secret Hello is a full brother to graded 
stakes winner Silent Account ($480,475, 
Alcibiades S-G2, etc.) and By Your Leave 
($84,185, Anne Arundel S), and a half- 
brother to Hadif ($398,425, Cornwallis 
S-G3, etc.). 

He will stand for $1,500 in his first 
season in Virginia.

One can’t help but wonder if Pitch In 
misses the race track, now that his career 
has ended. The remarkably durable son of 
Morning Bob made 124 starts in seven 
seasons (an average of nearly 20 starts per 
year). 

His busiest (and most lucrative) year 
was 1991 when, at age 3, the gray horse 
started an almost unheard of 33 times, 
winning two stakes, both on the turf— 
the Ulysses S. Grant at Monmouth and 
the Boardwalk at Adantic City—and plac¬ 
ing in four others, two of them graded (a 
second in the Lawrence Realization S-G3 
and a third in the Rutgers H-G3).

Rundown of region’s latest stars: 
Mr. Sinatra outshines Concerto 


Mr. Sinatra wins 
Grade 3 Discovery Handicap 


M r. Sinatra had done little more 
than break his maiden last 
spring when Concerto was 
prepping toward the Triple Crown races. 
But that was then and this is now, as the 
saying goes. The steadily improving Vir¬ 
ginia-bred colt proved more than a match 
for the Kentucky Derby/Preakness con¬ 
tender while winning the Grade 3 Dis¬ 
covery Handicap on October 22 at Aque¬ 
duct. 

Mr. Sinatra (by Mining out of the Pri¬ 
vate Account mare Midnight Stroll) has 
now won four races in a row. He 
launched the streak in a $75,000 claiming 
race, going seven furlongs at Saratoga on 
August 22—not incidentally, at the same 
time he joined the stable of owner Bar¬ 
bara Davis and trainer Gasper Moschera. 
Davis and Moschera sent out Mr. Sinatra 


to back-to-back allowance victories at 
Belmont on September 11 and 24, each 
at a mile and an eighth, then moved him 
up for his stakes debut in the Discovery. 

Although posted at nearly even-mon¬ 
ey odds in the field of five for the Discov¬ 
ery, Mr. Sinatra conceded favoritism to 
Concerto, who was making his first start 
since the Preakness, in which he finished 
sixth. Mr. Sinatra wore down frontrun¬ 
ning Concerto in the stretch, and drew 
off to a two-length score in a final mile 
and an eighth time of 1:49%. 

Mr. Sinatra, bred by Joe Allbritton’s 
Lazy Lane Stables Inc., of Upperville, 
Va., was sold twice as a yearling at Keene- 
land—for $15,000 in January, and 
$17,000 in September. Unraced at 2, he 
has earned $174,970 in 12 starts, includ¬ 
ing six wins, this season. 



Brisfling carries 
on legacy of sire 
Broad Brash 


B lend the bloodlines developed by 
leading Maryland breeder Robert 
Meyerhoff with the horsemanship 
of prominent Pennsylvania trainer Eu¬ 
gene Weymouth, and what do you get? 
In this case, Bristling—a 5-year-old geld¬ 
ing who is pure consistency. 

Bristling captured the Pennsylvania 
Sprint Championship on October 25 at 
Philadelphia Park, a race he also won last 
year. Seven statebred rivals—with weight 
assignments ranging from 125 (for fa¬ 
vorite Devil’s Honor) to 106 pounds— 
chased him through the stretch in the 
seven-furlong event, and Bristling with¬ 
stood the test. Bristling, getting four 
pounds from Devil’s Honor, scored by 
four and a quarter lengths over that rival. 
Final time, over a sloppy track, was 
1:23%. 

It was the ninth career win, and third 
stakes victory, for the Weymouth home¬ 
bred, who has finished out of the money 
only twice in 19 starts, while earning 
$268,079. 

Weymouth, whose racing stable is 
based at the Fair Hill Training Center, 
purchased Bristling’s dam Carrie’s Dream 
(by Stop the Music) from Meyerhoff 
through a sales agency consignment at 
the 1991 Keeneland November sale for 
$45,000 with the current stakes winner in 
utero.

V ictory Chime kept the bells ring¬ 
ing for her sire Polish Numbers, 
becoming the Maryland stallion’s 
tenth added-money winner with her vic¬ 
tory in Meadowlands’s Boiling Springs 
Handicap-G3 (second division) on Octo¬ 
ber 3. 

The 17-10 favorite in a field of nine, 
she charged through the stretch and de¬ 
feated longshot Miss Pop Carn by a neck 
in the final strides.

Bred in Maryland by David Bloom, 
Victory Chime is out of the mare Topa- 
cio, who was a champion in her native 
Uruguay. Victory Chime was sold for 
$27,000 at the 1996 Ocala Breeders’ 


Sales Company’s March 2-year-olds in 
training sale. After breaking her maiden 
at first asking in a six-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial on the turf at Belmont Park in July of 
her 2-year-old season, she was purchased 
privately by current owner Joseph Allen. 

Under the care of trainer Shug Mc- 
Gaughey, Victory Chime did not finish 
worse than fourth in her next eight starts. 
She led up to the Boiling Springs with 
four stakes placings (three on the turf), 
the most recent being a close second to 
Sagasious in the grassy Grade 2 Reeve 
Schley Stakes on July 19 at Monmouth. 
After the Boiling Springs, Victory Chime 
returned to finish sixth in Belmont’s Oc¬ 
tober 17 Pebbles Stakes. Her career earn¬ 
ings are $152,640.

Does anyone recall the day this popu¬ 
lar event was launched? 


PA Sprint 
Championship 
puts spotlight 
on speedsters 

When is a stakes a horse race? 
When it’s cleverly handicapped to fill 
the starting gate with bonafide con- 
tenders, as was the Pennsylvania Sprint 
Championship, held October 25 at 
Philadelphia Park. 

The tough field consisted of eight 
Pennsylvania-breds ranging in age from 
3 to 6 and included a graded stakes win¬ 
ner, two former winners of the Sprint, 
and three horses who have flashed easy 
1:09 speed in the past. Assigned 
weights ranged from 106 (carried by the 
last-place finisher) to 125 pounds (car¬ 
ried by the horse who finished second). 

The winner, Bristling, 5, is by Broad 
Brush out of Carrie’s Dream, by Stop 
the Music. Bristling was bred and is 
owned by Mrs. Eugene Weymouth and 
trained by Eugene Weymouth, who is 
based at Fair Hill Training Center. 
Carrying 121 pounds, Bristling covered 
the seven furlongs in 1:23%, a second 
slower than his victory in the champi¬ 
onship last year. Bristling’s victory in 
the Sprint gave him a seventh win at 
Philadelphia Park from a lifetime nine 
wins. The next start for Bristling was to 
have been the Sport Page in New York, 
but Weymouth reported the horse ran 
down on the sloppy track in the Sprint 
and would probably have to pass. In¬ 
stead, he was pointing Bristling to the 
Iroquois Handicap in late November at 
Philadelphia Park—a race he also won 
last year. Last year’s PA broodmare of 
the year, Carrie’s Dream, 15, has a

The first futurity overflowed with 
enthusiastic participants; in fact, the 
race had to be split when 17 starters 
passed the entry box at what was then 
Keystone race track. 

Division one on November 3, 1976, 
went to Triple Reverse, bred by Mar¬ 
shall W. Jenney’s Derry Meeting Farm. 
From the first crop of Raja Baba out of 
Latonia Thrush, by Tudor Minstrel, 
Triple Reverse ran in the colors of 
William S. Farish III, Jenney’s partner 
in the colt. The purse was a modest 
$10,000-added, but swelled to $17,400 
with nomination and entry fees. Triple 
Reverse took home $10,440 as his 
share. “I didn’t mind making that kind 
of money 20 years ago,” says Jenney. 

From a long string of May foals out 
of Latonia Thrush, Triple Reverse went 
on to race until the age of 9. With 19 
wins, 16 seconds and six thirds, he 
earned $128,358. The Raja Baba mat¬ 
ing with Latonia Thrush gave the colt 
an astounding dosage profile of 22-6-3- 
3-0, unmatched in any of her other 
foals. But two other foals distinguished 
themselves: Habitonia, a 1980 colt by 
*Habitony, who earned $253,799 with 
12 wins including two stakes; and 
Soyez Brave, a 1971 colt by Bold Bidder 


who placed in two group races in France. 
“Latonia Thrush is buried on the farm,” 
Jenney says of the 1964 mare. 

Division two went to Pay the Toll, 
by First Landing out of Twin Bridges, 
by Tim Tam. Bred by the late Mrs. 
Joseph Walker Jr., Pay the Toll “had 
very strong connections with my fami¬ 
ly,” says Mrs. Walker’s son Cuyler. Mrs. 
Walker bred Pay the Toll’s dam from 
*High Stepper, a Hyperion mare she 
had acquired from her mother’s estate. 

Two of the three other foals Twin 
Bridges produced for Mrs. Walker were 
Buck Run, by Jaipur, a stakes winner 
who raced for Greentree before return¬ 
ing to Pennsylvania to stand at stud for 
Greentree and Mrs. Walker at the late 
Judy Tagg’s Oak Springs Farm; and East 
Branch, by Delta Judge, whose first foal 
was Eavesdrop, a filly who won the first 
running of the Blue Mountain Futurity, 
a PA-bred race for juvenile fillies. Eaves- 
drop’s sire was Rock Talk, bred by Mrs. 
Walker. 

Pay the Toll won two races at 2. At 
3, the colt won an allowance test at 
Belmont. Mrs. Walker then sold Pay 
the Toll to a veterinarian on the West

PA Sprint continued from page l 
weanling full sister to Bristling and is 
due to foal in February to Cahill Road. 

Devil’s Honor finished second. Bred 
by Mrs. Henry D. Paxson, he is by Dev¬ 
il’s Bag out of Dancing Heroine, by 
Hero’s Honor. Also the winner of nine 
races, the 4-year-old was Pennsylvania 
a’s champion juvenile colt in 1995. 
Devil’s Honor won the Yankee Affair 
Handicap in May for his only victory of 
1997. Last year, he won the Grade 3 
Pennsylvania Derby, the Peppy Addy 
Stakes, the $100,000 Great West 
Stakes and the Whirlaway Stakes. At 2, 


he won the Pennsylvania Futurity, the 
Admiral’s Image Stakes and the 
$200,000 Miller High Life Cradle 
Stakes. 

Third was newcomer Manticore, 3, 
winner of five of 14 starts this year, after 
a single outing in 1996. Bred by 
Richard E. McDevitt, Manticore is by 
Allen’s Prospect out of Happy April by 
Better Arbitor. Manticore won the 
Peppy Addy and Danzig Stakes earlier 
this year. 

Fourth was Le Grande Pos, 6, by 
Nepal out of Silvermento by Silver 
Badge.

Coast, who raced him to a stakes victo- 
ry in the Oceanside at Del Mar. Later 
that summer, Pay the Toll ran second 
to Text in the Del Mar Derby. Upon 
his retirement, he returned to Mrs. 
Walker’s farm to stand at stud. “He and 
Buck Run are both buried on our farm,” 
says Cuyler Walker. 

*High Stepper produced Evilone, 
who in turn produced A vie, dam of 
champion Lord Avie and stakes win- 
ners Jolly Johu and Avum. She was also 
granddam of Dame Avie, who pro¬ 
duced stakes winner Northland Belle. 
Northland Belle was Pennsylvania’s co¬ 
champion 3-year-old filly in 1995 and is 
a half-sister to Primitive Hall, another 
stakes winner. And Lord Avie sired 
Chief of the Clan, who won the Na¬

Dr. James A. Orsini 
states, “With the improvements in or¬ 
thopedics during the last 20 years, 
many severely injured equine athletes 
and pleasure horses are being returned 
to a normal quality of life.” Dr. Orsini 
received his veterinary degree from 
Cornell University and did his intern¬ 
ship and residency at the University of 
Pennsylvania. His primary areas of re¬ 
search include equine surgery and 
pharmacotherapy. He has a special in¬ 
terest in pediatric orthopedics. Dr. 
Orsini is the author of Manual of 
Equine Emergency: Procedures and 
Treatment , which is the first book pub¬ 
lished by Philadelphia-based W.B. 
Saunders on this subject.

PENNSYLVANIA-BREDS 


T he deadline for Pennsylvania 

Breeding Fund registration for PA- 
bred foals of 1997 is December 31, 
1997. The fee for registration for members of 
the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association 
is $30 per foal. Non-PHBA members pay $50. 
Fees for PA-breds registered after the 
December 31 deadline are $100 for PHBA 
members and $130 for non-members. 

A registered Pennsylvania-bred is any 
Thoroughbred foaled in Pennsylvania 
registered with The Jockey Club as such, 
which has also been registered with the 
PHBA. Applications are available from the 
PHBA, and may be completed by the breeder, 
owner, or an agent for either. When the 
completed form and accompanying 


registration fee are received, registration is 
effected, and is valid for the remainder of the 
horse’s life. 

Both breeders and owners of registered PA- 
breds qualify for monetary awards from the 
Fund. Breeders are paid whenever a registered 
PA-bred finishes first, second or third in any 
pari-mutuel race in the state. PA-breds by 
registered Pennsylvania stallions earn awards 
equal to 30 percent of purse share; for non- 
Pennsylvania-sired horses, the award is 20 
percent of purse share. Purse bonuses are paid 
to the owners of PA-breds when these horses 
finish first, second or third in all overnight 
races at Philadelphia Park and Penn National. 
Currently, the bonuses are equal to 50 percent 
of purse share. 


PENNSYLVANIA STALLIONS 


A registered Pennsylvania stallion is a 
Thoroughbred stallion who stands 
regularly in Pennsylvania and is 
registered as such with the PHBA. 
Registration must be completed by December 
31 of the year during which the stallion 
stands, and is then valid beginning with the 
breeding season of the year in which the 
stallion was registered. 

Registration remains in effect for the life of 
the stallion, unless he is moved to stand in 
another state, or if more than 50 percent of 


his ownership changes. In either case, 
registration ceases and the stallion must be re¬ 
registered to participate in the Fund program. 

Stallion awards are paid when registered 
PA-breds by registered Pennsylvania stallions 
finish first, second or third in any pari-mutuel 
race in the state. The stallion must have been 
registered with the PHBA during the year of 
the foal’s conception, and the award—equal 
to 10 percent of purse share—is paid to the 
owner of the stallion when the foal was 
conceived.

Where in the world 
is Milton Higgins III? 


^A^here in the world 
is Milton Higgins III? 
That's been a matter of 
curiosity for any number 
of people since the long¬ 
time Maryland owner/ 
breeder disappeared from 
the local scene last winter 
with only brief reappear¬ 
ances. 

We're delighted to re¬ 
port that Higgins is do¬ 
ing just fine in Hawaii, 
where he has an apart¬ 
ment in Kaneohe over¬ 
looking the bay and a 
whole raft of activities 
—ranging from a pro¬ 
gram for juvenile offend¬ 
ers to equine holistic 
health—to keep him busy 

He's as involved as 
ever with breeding and 
racing, says Higgins, although 
his father's death several 
months ago has made it neces¬ 
sary for him to cut back on his 
stock. He and his partners Tom 
and Chris Bowman have con¬ 
signed eight broodmares and 
several weanlings to the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale—leaving 15 brood¬ 
mares co-owned by Higgins at 
the Bowmans' Dance Forth 
Farm in Chestertown. "A num¬ 
ber of those will be sold as time 
goes on," relates Higgins. 

Higgins also retains his in¬ 
terest in about a half-dozen 
runners trained by Donald Barr 
at Laurel Park. His racing sta¬

ble includes Richie the Coach, a 
multiple stakes winner of 
$446,130, and the stakes-win- 
ning 3-year-old homebred filly 
G. O'Keefe (by Smarten), who 
most recently finished third in 
the Maryland Million Oaks. 

As to his venture in Hawaii, 
Higgins says he doesn't know 
how long he'll stay, but he has 
no plans to leave. He works 
part-time with a foundation 
named Merimed, started by his 
brother. "'Meri' is for sea and 
'med' is for medicine," explains 
Higgins. Among Merimed's 
projects is a 150-foot schooner, 
Tole More, that provides a 
structured living environment 


and Outward Bound- 
type experiences for 18 
"cadets" aged 14 to 18 as¬ 
signed by the courts of 
Hawaii. 

"I pitch in where I 
can," says Higgins, "you 
might find my brother 
and me doing anything 
from repairing the sewer 
to soliciting money from 
some big corporation." 

The Olney, Md., resi¬ 
dent is also helping his 
brother build a small 
farm where the brother 
will eventually keep 
horses. 

And he has gained a 
following among the 
horse community of 
Hawaii with his magnet¬ 
ic therapy blanket. "I 
work in conjunction with vet¬ 
erinarians on holistic things for 
horses," he says. "Discussing 
things that can be done for 
lameness, and making the blan¬ 
ket available." 

Hawaii is a long way from 
the Colorado ranch that Hig¬ 
gins operated before he got into 
Quarter Horse racing, which 
eventually led him (in the late 
1970s) to full-time involvement 
with Thoroughbreds in Mary¬ 
land. But business—and the 
outdoors—have always been 
central to the Worcester, Mass., 
native who holds a master's 
degree in business administra¬

Around the Farms 


It's easier to keep up with 
the comings and goings of stal¬ 
lions than broodmares. For in¬ 
stance, it's widely known that 
1994 Maryland-bred horse of 
the year Concern has stood at 
North view Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City since his re¬ 
tirement. But how many people 
are aware of the whereabouts 
of Mz. Zill Bear, the Maryland- 
bred champion older mare that 
same year? 

Here are updates on a few of 
the notable mares residing in 
Maryland: 

Mea Culpa Stables 

Mz. Zill Bear earned 
$740,423 over six seasons to re¬ 
tire as the ninth leading Mary¬ 
land-bred distaff money win¬ 
ner of all time. Her breeders, 
Phyllis and Bill Dixon of Mea 
Culpa Stables, Inc., report that 
the daughter of Salutely is cur¬ 
rently in foal to Broad Brush. 

It was decided that Mz. Zill 
Bear had done all she needed to 
do on the track, and she went 
out with a fourth (and last)- 
place finish in the Gallorette 
Handicap-G3 on Preakness 
day, 1996. Victories in the 
Grade 3 Martha Washington 
and Violet Handicaps, three 
consecutive runnings of the 
Maryland Million Ladies 
Stakes, a second in the Grade 1 
Gamely Handicap and thirds in 
the All Along Stakes-G2 and 
Pimlico Distaff Handicap-G3 
were among her 17 stakes wins 
or placings from 41 starts. 

Mz. Zill Bear resides at 
Green Willow Farms in West¬ 
minster, along with another re¬ 
markable Mea Culpa mare— 
1997 Kentucky Derby winner 
Silver Charm's full sister Dollar 
Poker. 

A modest winner of $44,060 
with two victories in 28 starts, 
the 7-year-old Dollar Poker was 


purchased by the Dixons for 
$4,000 in the fall of 1994. 

The Dixons are astute own¬ 
ers, but the method of selecting 
Dollar Poker, who was running 
in the claiming ranks (the low¬ 
est at $5,000) in Maryland at the 
time, was based on impulse— 
"I always wanted a gray mare, 
and when I saw her racing, I 
just had to have her," reveals 
Phyllis Dixon. "We tracked 
down the filly's owners and 
made our offer, which they ac¬ 
cepted." 

Dollar Poker's first foal, a 
filly by Foreign Survivor, was 
born last March. She is now in 
foal to In Case. 

Kaygar Stables 

Carol Kaye Garcia, along 
with her husband, trainer Car¬ 
los Garcia, lease a portion of 
Sagamore Farm in Baltimore 
County. Over the years, Carol 
and Carlos have handled many 
future stars, including champi¬ 
on sprinter Safely Kept and this 
year's top 2-year-old filly Count¬ 
ess Diana. But Carol also main¬ 
tains a band of broodmares at 
Sagamore, and among them is 
Countess Diana's half-sister 
Fighting Countess. 

The first foal out of T. V. 
Commercial's stakes-winning 
daughter T. V. Countess, Fight¬ 
ing Countess, bred in Maryland 
by Dr. Herman Kossow, raced 
for two seasons, winning or 
placing in six stakes during a 
14-race career and earning 
$120,076 for her breeder and the 
Garcias. She produced her first 
foal, a filly by Polish Numbers, 
last March. 

Breeding Polish Numbers to 
Fighting Countess looks to be 
an excellent choice. Not only is 
Polish Numbers the sire of 
Count On Numbers, Fighting 
Countess's stakes-winning half- 
brother, the same bloodlines 


(by Danzig out of a Buckpasser 
mare) are behind Deerhound, 
the sire of Countess Diana. 
Fighting Countess was bred 
back to Wayne County (Ire). 

Also under Garcia's care is 
the multiple stakes-winning fil¬ 
ly White Cliffs. Back in 1995, 
White Cliffs achieved an un¬ 
usual feat, winning two stakes 
while in foal to Caller I.D. Un¬ 
fortunately, the daughter of 
Dover Ridge resorbed that foal; 
the foal she is carrying—by 
Wayne County (Ire)—will be 
her first. White Cliffs is owned 
by Ralph O'Connor. 

Over the Hill Farm 

They have only two brood¬ 
mares, but what Dr. and Mrs. 
Victor Stevens's operation lacks 
in quantity it more than makes 
up for in quality. In 1997, their 
mares Speedy Tweetie and her 
daughter Buffels produced 
colts at Northview Stallion Sta¬ 
tion in Chesapeake City. Buf¬ 
fer's Imperial Falcon son, born 
May 14, was her first foal. 

"Our mares are two of my 
favorite subjects," Valerie 
Stevens states happily. In the 
case of Speedy Tweetie, one 
needs look no further than her 
produce record to find a source 
of happiness. From seven foals 
of racing age, the daughter of 
Proud Birdie is represented by 
six winners, three of them 
stakes horses (Buffels and the 
Norquestor colts Speedquestor 
and Sylvester Questor). Her 
seven foals have earned a com¬ 
bined total of $755,845. Speedy 
Tweetie had a Marquetry colt 
this year and was bred back to 
Rakeen. 

Buffels has been special to 
the Stevens ever since her birth. 
The daughter of Vaal Reef 
"went through a difficult deliv¬ 
ery and there was some doubt

as to whether she would sur¬ 
vive," recounts Mrs. Stevens. 
But the filly prospered and 
made it to the races. When she 
was claimed from her breeders 
in July, 1992, for $12,000 by Lake¬ 
ville Stables and trainer King 
Leatherbury, the Stevenses 
wished the new connections 
the best. Buffels went on to win 
or place in 14 stakes (four grad¬ 
ed) and amass $385,173 over 
five seasons. 

Throughout Buffels's career, 
the Stevenses stayed in touch 
with Baird Brittingham, co¬ 
owner of Lakeville Stables. 
When it was decided that the 
filly could use a vacation in 
1993, she stayed at the Ste- 
venses's farm in Chambers- 
burg. Pa. Upon her retirement, 
the Stevenses offered to buy 
Buffels back, and Brittingham 
accepted. "In order to buy Buf¬ 
fels, we had to sell Speedy 
Tweetie's yearling Allen's Pros¬ 
pect colt—his sale was very im¬ 
portant to us," reflects Mrs. 
Stevens. Named Kitwe, the colt 
was bought by Louie Roussel 
for $50,000 (he has finished first 
or second in five of his six starts 
this year for earnings of 
$38,000.) 

Selecting the impeccably 
bred Imperial Falcon, a son of 
Northern Dancer, to breed to 
Buffels represents a slight vari¬ 
ation of the popular Northern 
Dancer/Mr. Prospector cross 
(Vaal Reef is a full brother to 
Mr. Prospector). The Stevenses 
went back to the Northern 
Dancer line this year by breed¬ 
ing Buffels to Polish Numbers. 

Mrs. Stevens and her hus¬ 
band couldn't be more pleased 
with their colts. "We are al¬ 
ready looking forward to next 


year's MHBA yearling show," 
she says. 

Huntingfields 

Mr. and Mrs. Frank P. 
Wright enjoy selecting the mat¬ 
ings for their broodmares, and 
in 1996 they sent two of their 
finest runners, Valay Maid and 
Blue Sky Princess, to Wild 
Again and Capote, respectively. 
The mares each delivered colts 
last spring, and the Wrights 
plan to keep both of them. For 
Valay Maid, this year's foal was 
her fifth; for Blue Sky Princess, 
her first. 

"We sold two colts out of 
Valay Maid (her 1994 by Gulch 
brought $200,000 as a yearling 
while the '95, by Rahy, sold for 
$150,000)—one went to Japan 
and the other is in California," 
recounts Ginny Wright. "We 
decided we would like to have 
her foals closer to home and 
not subject them to the stress of 
the sales rings." 

Valay Maid has truly been a 
pride and joy for the Wrights. 
Purchased as a weanling out of 
the 1987 Fasig-Tipton Decem¬ 
ber Mixed sale for $5,200, the 
daughter of Camivalay became 
the first stakes winner to cam¬ 
paign for the Wrights when she 
won the What a Summer 
Stakes at 2. She went on to be 
named champion Maryland- 
bred 3-year-old filly, and earned 
$641,442 during her career, 
winning nine (seven of which 
were stakes) of her 20 starts. 
She won two graded stakes— 
the Grade 2 Cotillion and Molly 
Pitcher Handicaps—and retired 
after her 4-year-old season. 

The year Valay Maid retired. 
Blue Sky Princess was born. A 
daughter of Conquistador Cielo

out of Richly Rewarded, by Ni¬ 
jinsky II, Blue Sky Princess won 
or placed in seven stakes at 3, 
ranking among Maryland's 
best 3-year-old fillies of 1995. 
All told, she finished first or 
second in 11 of 15 starts over 
two seasons, earning $253,015. 

"In selecting stallions for 
our mares, we work with Blue- 
grass Thoroughbred Services 
and Werk Thoroughbred Con¬ 
sultants, and then consider oth¬ 
er factors, such as stud fees," 
says Mrs. Wright. "Together, 
my husband and I make the fi¬ 
nal decision." Blue Sky Princess 
is currently in foal to Pleasant 
Colony. Valay Maid, bred to 
Two Punch last spring, is not in 
foal. 

Glade Valley Farms 

One of Sondra and Howard 
Bender's best runners of 1993 
was Grade 2 stakes winner 
Green Darlin, a beautifully 
bred daughter of Green Dancer 
and the Alydar mare Al's Dar¬ 
lin. Unraced at 2, the filly broke 
her maiden at 3 and then was 
off for almost a year. When she 


returned to the track in January, 

1993, she had a banner year. 

Green Darlin won or placed 

in nine of 11 starts that season, 
with victories in the Delaware 
Handicap-G2 and Geisha Hand¬ 
icap, a second in the Davona 
Dale Handicap (to Ritchie Trail) 
and a third to Canadian cham¬ 
pion Wilderness Song in the 
Monmouth Park Breeders' Cup 
H-G3. She retired with a record 
of five wins, four seconds and a 
third in 13 starts, for earnings 
of $228,272. 

Green Darlin was barren af¬ 
ter being bred to Affirmed in 

1994. She produced her first 
foal in 1996, a colt by Rahy, and 
had a Devil's Bag filly in '97. 
She is barren to the cover of 
Crafty Prospector. 

The Benders's homebred 
stakes winner of a year ago. De¬ 
nied Access (by Cryptoclear¬ 
ance), is a new addition to their 
broodmare band of approxi¬ 
mately 20 mares. Denied Ac¬ 
cess made just seven starts, 
winning four, including the 
Singing Beauty Stakes. She was 
bred to Twilight Agenda. **

Hunt night—Middleburg 
Hunt came away with top hon¬ 
ors at the Washington Interna¬ 
tional Horse Show's hunt night 
but Marylanders were close on 
their heels. 

New Market-Middletown 
Valley Hunt, of Middletown, 
Md., earned the reserve cham¬ 
pionship in the Foxhunters 
Championship series, of which 
WIHS hunt night was the final 
event. High point field hunter 
in the series was Bailey's Irish 
Creme, ridden by Sandy Lytle 
of New Market/Middletown 
Hunt. 

Hunt night is a longstand¬ 
ing tradition at the Washington 
International Horse Show. Rid¬ 
ers compete in classes on the 
flat and over jumps. The final 
event is the hunt team class, in 
which teams of three negotiate 
a series of obstacles. 

Amateur owner jumper 
championship—Marylander 


Tracey Bartko won the Fox- 
brook trophy as amateur owner 
jumper champion aboard 
famed Paul Harvey. Bartko, of 
Hughesville, scored ten points, 
finishing first, second and third 
in the three classes within the 
division. 

Marshall and Sterling 
hunter league and jumper di¬ 
visions—Children and adult 
competitors in the Marshall 
and Sterling hunter league con¬ 
cluded their competition with a 
two-round test of performance 
and manners. Kerry Parker of 
Olney, Md., and Justin Tyme 
took home the adult champi¬ 
onship, while Tracy Scheriff of 
Saddle River, N.J., won the chil¬ 
dren's final. 

In the jumper divisions Twist 
of Fate, ridden by Jessica Lewis 
of Bowie, Md., was champion 
of the children's section; Whis¬ 
key Dreams and Carolyn Con¬ 


nelly of Barto, Pa., won the 
adult section. 

Samsung Nations' Cup— 

This was the first Nations' Cup 
ever held in the United States 
under the sponsorship of Sam¬ 
sung. The class began with 16 
riders, four members to a team. 
Only three of the scores in each 
round counted, with the high¬ 
est penalty score thrown out. 
Both riders and horses were 
tested over tough courses de¬ 
signed by world renowned 
course designer Richard Jeffery 
of Oxfordshire, England. Jef¬ 
fery designed the show jump¬ 
ing courses for the 1995 World 
Equestrian Games. He set the 
pace for the evening with a 
course that included a tough 
triple combination, a liverpool 
jumped in both directions, and 
a light plank fence in flat cups. 

A very young but definitely 
talented team from Germany 
was unbeatable with a final

unveils new kennels 



Location, location, loca- 
tion. It's of prime concern to 
anyone seeking a new home, 
and certainly for foxhunters. 

When Howard County-Iron 
Bridge Hunt's home of 60 some 
years was acquired by Howard 
County Board of Education last 
year, the club took advantage 
of the opportunity to move its 
kennels to a more suitable loca¬ 
tion—one not engulfed by de¬ 
velopment. 

Now, also, was the ideal 
time to proceed with plans for a 
completely new facility—a 
modern design that would re¬ 


flect a paramount con¬ 
cern for hounds and pro¬ 
vide a pleasant working 
atmosphere for a club 
that depends largely on 
the volunteer efforts of 
its membership. The 
new building would ac¬ 
commodate hound-rais¬ 
ing practices and techniques 
proven successful by Master 
Roger I. Scullin and huntsman 
Allen Forney. 

By late fall, the new HCIB 
kennels near Mt. Airy will be 
completed. The structure is im¬ 
posing, but functional. Every 
feature in the building de¬ 
signed by architect Greg 
Mitchell has a purpose. 

Features include: 

• A large center cupola that 
allows fresh air to circulate 
throughout the entire structure. 

• Roof lines and overhangs 
set to give maximum southern 


exposure in the winter and 
maximum shade in the sum¬ 
mer. The floor plan provides 
this to all four generously large 
runs and both smaller puppy 
runs. 

• Large center area of the 
kennels designed for ease of 
loading and unloading hounds. 
It accommodates the hound 
truck, which pulls in under 
cover of the center aisle to an 
enclosed area. 

• Cement floors throughout 
the entire kennels, including 
rooms and runs. Under the ce¬ 
ment runs is a passive heating 
system of pipes, the type com¬ 
monly used to keep driveways 
from collecting snow and ice, 
that will maintain a 55-degree 
temperature in the winter for 
the comfort of the hounds. 

• A whelping room as an en¬ 
closed area within the kennels. 

• All runs exposed to every¬ 

day activities with a view of the 
front entrance to the kennels, 
reflecting the belief that isola¬ 
tion leads to shyness. ** 


score of only four faults. Car- 
sten Otto-Nagel and Wiener- 
wirbel led off with double clear 
rounds. Twenty-one year-old 
Toni Hasmann aboard LA 
Zarras B & H Cottanic also 
turned in two perfect rounds. 
Ballerina and Markus Mer- 
schformann had the only rails 
down for Germany in the com¬ 
petition. Their scores were so 
superior that the fourth rider, 
Dirk Hauser, and Hauser's 
Zypria II did not even have to 
complete the second round. 

The equally young Swiss 
team led by Olympic veteran 
Urs Fah and Jeremia, and Roy- 
an Grand Prix winner Stefan 
Lauber and Pernod S, who won 
the jump-off class on Wednes¬ 
day, turned in double clears. 
Teammates Daniel Etter and 
Paul Estermann each fell victim 
to the imposing oxers on 
course, but the highest fault to¬ 
tal they amassed was four. 

Since the beginning of the 
Nations' Cup competitions at 
the WIHS in 1973, the Ameri¬ 
cans have been in the Washing¬ 
ton International Horse Show 
winner's circle 16 times. This 
year, however, they were un¬ 
able to defend the title they 
won handily in 1996. Chef d'e- 
quipe Frank Chapot had com¬ 
mented on the youth and 
promise of his team but was 
unwilling to put immense pres¬ 
sure on their shoulders. The 
double clear rounds of Eric 
Hasbrouck and Trelawney 
Farm's Freestyle confirm the 
predictions for this pair. As 
they continue to compete, they 
continue to shine. Francie 
Steinwedell traveled from Cali¬ 
fornia with Atlas to turn in a 
four-fault first round and a 
clear second round. Sheila 
Burke and Genius 79 had four 
faults each round and, surpris¬ 
ingly, Chris Kappler was the 
discard score with eight and 
four faults respectively. 

Crown Royal International 
Gambler's Choice—The $10,000 
Crown Royal International 
Gambler's Choice for interna¬ 
tional open jumpers is a sus¬ 
penseful competition in which 
riders attempt to use strategy to 
accumulate as many points as 
possible by jumping obstacles 
that vary in value from 30 to 
120 points. At the end of the al-

lotted 60 seconds, each rider 
faces the Crown Royal joker 
fence, which is worth 200 
points if successfully cleared 
but deducts 200 points if low¬ 
ered. 

German rider Carsten Otto- 
Nagel, aboard Reggae, rode 
smoothly and aggressively, 
compiling 1,150 points in regu¬ 
lation time while clearing 14 
fences. Otto-Nagel made the 
Joker for a total of 1,350 points, 
just outdistancing open rider 
Laura Chapot of Nashanic Sta¬ 
tion, N.J., who finished with 
1,320 points including a suc¬ 
cessful try at the Joker. 

U.S. League Final for the 
Volvo World Cup—It's a big 
change from the jumps in the 
hunter ring to the animated 
precision of dressage, but Deb¬ 
bie McDonald of Hailey, Idaho, 
has made the transition with 
amazing alacrity. At the WIHS, 
she won the right to represent 
the United States at the Volvo 
World Cup dressage final next 
April. McDonald and her 
mount Beaurivage were in sec¬ 
ond place with a score of 
64.52% going into the musical 
freestyle, where they scored a 
69.00% to move ahead of Mexi¬ 
co's Antonio Rivera, the winner 
of the first night's grand prix 
competition. 

McDonald began working 
with Beaurivage, a stunning 
bay gelding, just over six years 
ago. He progressed rapidly 
through the ranks, showing the 
athletic ability necessary to 
compete at this Olympic level. 
A little over two years ago. 


however, Beaurivage suffered a 
severe bout of colic and under¬ 
went two major operations. Af¬ 
ter the trauma of almost losing 
her mount, McDonald had to 
wait another year before begin¬ 
ning to work with him and a 
year after that to train enough 
to return to competition. 

This was only the third time 
that they had performed this 
freestyle ride and according to 
McDonald, it works so well be¬ 
cause Beaurivage "seems to re¬ 
ally like the music." When 
asked to describe her mount in 
one word, her response was 
simple and heartfelt. With tears 
in her eyes, McDonald simply 
said, "honesty—he is the most 
honest thing that has ever hap¬ 
pened to me." 

They will travel to Gothen¬ 
burg, Sweden, to represent the 
United States in the most pres¬ 
tigious dressage competition in 
the world, the Volvo World 
Cup Dressage Finals. Also win¬ 
ning a "wild card" spot and a 
trip to the finals was second- 
placed Antonio Rivera of Mexi¬ 
co. He will be the first Mexican 
rider to compete in this event. 

Cosequin Puissance—The 

Cosequin Puissance, or Great 
Wall competition, is always a 
crowd favorite. Starting at 5'9", 
the Great Wall fence grew to 
7'3" in height, with U.S. rider 
Francie Steinwedell of La Cana¬ 
da, Calif., and the Quarter 
Horse gelding Charles R the 
only pair to challenge it. Even 
though the wall came down at 
that height, her effort gained 
her the win and a purse of 
$4,650. Swiss Olympic veteran 
Urs Fah and Clover Rain 
cleared the fence at 7' but de¬ 
clined to try the next height, 
giving them second place and 
$3,100. Tied for third place 
were Dennis Murphy, aboard 
Thoroughbred Continental B, 
and Daniel Etter, the 23-year- 
old member of the Swiss team, 
aboard Kiriof. 

Volvo President's Cup 
Grand Prix—Sunday's final 
night proved to be one of the 
most exciting, as international 
riders came out one more time, 
for the $50,000 Volvo Presi¬ 
dent's Cup. Thirty-six riders 
competed for the $15,000 first 
prize, and after one round ten

had jumped clear. Money was 
awarded ten deep, so it was up 
to the riders to sort themselves 
out in the jump-off. Three went 
clear in the jump-off: Mark 
Jungherr, an open rider from 
the U.S.; Stefan Lauber of the 
Swiss team; and Peter Pletcher, 
another American open rider. 
Time was the tie breaker but 
both Jungherr and Lauber had 
exactly the same time: 31.74 
seconds. The championship 
was declared a tie and the Pres¬ 
ident's Cup was awarded to 
both. The $15,000 first prize 
and $10,000 second prize were 
combined and split between 
the two riders. 

Leading rider champion 
and international team cham¬ 
pion—Stefan Lauber had two 
other reasons to be happy Sun¬ 
day night, as his co-champi¬ 
onship in the President's Cup 
was enough to win him the 
leading rider award and allow 
his Swiss team to beat the Ger¬ 


mans by a single point for over¬ 
all team championship. Lauber 
finished with 24 points to de¬ 
feat Germany's Carsten-Otto 
Nagel by a point. Holly Crozier 
had 16 points to finish third; 
Canada's Jennifer Ramsey rode 
well in her debut and finished 
fourth with 15 points. Switzer¬ 
land won the team title with 51 
points to Germany's 47. The 
United States finished with 26 
points, Canada with 24. **

Tom Keyser, Sun racing writer, 
finds fast track 



Newspaper coverage of 
Maryland's horse racing indus¬ 
try reached its nadir in early 
1996 when the Baltimore Sun's 
longtime turf writer Ross Ped- 
dicord opted for a buyout and 
the state's only major daily was 
no longer providing racing 
news on a regular basis. 


So it was almost guaranteed 
that Sun reporter Tom Keyser, 
transferred to the beat that 
March, would get a welcome 
reception. No one expected 
Keyser, a well-entrenched news 
and feature reporter with virtu¬ 
ally no knowledge of horses or 
racing, to immediately begin 
writing informative, entertain¬ 
ing stories. And certainly no 
one could have predicted that 
within Keyser's first few 
months on the job he would 
produce articles that would 
earn an Eclipse award as the 
nation's best newspaper cover¬ 
age of 1996. 

Tom Keyser, 47, has done all 
that and more during his first 
18 months as a racing writer. 
And no one seems more sur¬ 
prised by the turn of events 
than Tom, an unassuming kind 
of guy who still laughs (what 
else can he do?) about being 


elected president of the Mary¬ 
land Racing Writers' Associa¬ 
tion at the very first meeting of 
that group he attended. 

"The last year and a half 
have brought more ups and 
downs—euphoria and frustra¬ 
tion—than all of my other jobs 
combined," Keyser says. 

That, of course, is saying a 
lot. Keyser has been writing for 
newspapers since he was 13 
years old, beginning with cov¬ 
erage of Little League baseball 
games for the Clearwater Sun, in 
his hometown of Clearwater, 
Fla. 

Interest in sports, if not 
newspapering, ran in his fami¬ 
ly. His father (now deceased) 
had played for the Cincinnati 
Reds in the AAA-league equiv¬ 
alent, and "probably would 
have become a major league 
player except for World War 
II," relates Keyser. Instead, dur¬ 
ing Tom's growing-up years he 
headed Clearwater's recreation 
department. 

Tom's athletic talents were 
somewhat more modest—"I 
was good enough (at baseball) 
to be very good in high school, 
but not in college," he says. 
Classroom studies held almost 
no attraction. "I went to three 
colleges in three years, and quit 
them all," he recalls. "I wasn't 
studying anything I was inter¬ 
ested in." 

But the newspaper—now, 
that was a different story. Be¬ 
fore and after school, week¬ 
ends, summer vacations, any 
time he could squeeze in, 
found Tom honing his skills as 
a journalist. Still employed by 
the Clearwater Sun, he moved 
from sports to news reporting 
and also had his own column, 
allowing him to write about lo¬ 
cal events and people from his 
own viewpoint. 

In 1978, he and his wife 
Doris, a registered nurse who 
now works at Children's Hos¬ 
pital in Baltimore, were mar¬ 
ried and soon after moved to 
Concord, N.H., where Tom had 
a job with the Concord Monitor. 

"Six winters in New Hamp¬ 
shire were all we could take," 
relates Keyser. "And we had 
this idea of living closer to a 
major city; I wanted the experi¬ 


ence, at least once in my life, of 
working for a big paper." 

Keyser arrived at The 
Evening Sun in Baltimore in 
1984, and remained when that 
paper merged with the morn¬ 
ing publication in the mid- 
1990s. 

It would be nice to say that 
Tom and Doris (who has be¬ 
come a racing fan in her own 
right and often accompanies 
him to the track) "discovered" 
racing and made it a recreation¬ 
al pastime after settling in the 
Baltimore area. But it would 
not be true. "We didn't even go 
to the Preakness, most years," 
he said. 

After "25 years of basically 
writing the same stories," how¬ 
ever, Keyser was ready for a 
change. He applied for one of 
The Sun's foreign bureaus; he 
asked to become a national re¬ 
porter. While his bosses as¬ 
sured him he was a serious can¬ 
didate "every time I applied for 
one of those jobs, they'd tell me 
I'd been their number two 
choice," says Keyser. "I got the 
feeling I never would get one 
(of those beats). 

"Then I looked around and 
saw that the horse racing beat 
was open," he says. 

Keyser's first assignment as 
a racing writer was to cover the 
Grade 1 Florida Derby. He "ba¬ 
sically stepped on a plane to Ft. 
Lauderdale" and plunged in 
feet first. 

It was Keyser's great good 
fortune to come along at the 
same time as Cigar—the won¬ 
der horse foaled in Maryland 
who provided wonderful trav¬ 
el opportunities and writing 
material. On the other hand, 
finding subjects to write about 
has never been a problem dur¬ 
ing Keyser's career as a racing 
journalist. "Nobody ever thinks 
it's enough," he says, explain¬ 
ing that he often feels spread 
thin while trying to keep read¬ 
ers informed about "big pic¬ 
ture" issues within the industry 
and at the same time give ade¬ 
quate coverage of local horses' 
accomplishments on the track. 

The politics and business as¬ 
pects of racing have threatened 
to become all-consuming over

I NCLUDED IN THIS SECTION ARE PEDIGREES AND PERTINENT 
data on 115 Thoroughbred stallions standing at stud pri¬ 
marily in the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Statistics are accurate at least through October 17, 1997 
(stud records through October 27). Statistics, as furnished by 
Bloodstock Research, Inc., Daily Racing Form and/or The 
Jockey Club, include results from North America, England, Ire¬ 
land and France. Foreign statistics for countries other than Eng¬ 
land, Ireland and France are included when available. 

The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred has adopted the following 
criteria for black-type qualification: 

1. Winners of all stakes appear in boldface capitals. 

2. Horses finishing second or third in stakes appear in bold¬ 
face upper and lower case letters. 

3. Horses finishing second, third or fourth in graded stakes, 
as defined by International Cataloguing Standards, appear in 
bold face upper and lower case letters. 

Abbreviations: ntr=new track record, ncr=new course record, 
nAr=new American record, nCr=new Canadian record, 
nwr=new world record. An “e” substituted for “n” means 
“equals.” 

In Stud Records, the name of the sire of the dam appears in 
parentheses following the name of the stakes horse. 

NOTICE: The eligibility status of stallions nominated to na¬ 
tional or state breeders’ programs (Breeders’ Cup, Maryland 
Million, etc.) is dependent on the nominators’ compliance with 
conditions, rules and regulations of those programs. Mid-At¬ 
lantic Thoroughbred cannot assume responsibility for nomina¬ 
tors’ compliance with these regulations. Mare owners are ad¬ 
vised to confirm eligibility with the stallion owners. 

Dosage 

Dosage is explained as follows by Dr. Steve Roman, preemi¬ 
nent authority on the dosage system, a mathematical method of 


measuring a horse’s inclination toward speed or stamina based 
on the chefs-de-race, or influential sires, in its pedigree. 

‘“Chefs’ are assigned to one or two of five aptitudinal groups 
(Brilliant, Intermediate, Classic, Solid and Professional) cover¬ 
ing the spectrum (from left to right) of speed to endurance. We 
assign a total potential value of 16 points to each generation. 
Since there are, progressively, one, two, four and eight sires in 
the first four generations, ‘chefs’ which appear among these sires 
will contribute 16, 8, 4 and 2 points each as we work back. The 
points for all ‘chefs’ present are then tallied in the appropriate 
aptitude columns. ‘Chefs’ which confer two aptitudinal charac¬ 
teristics have their points split between the two aptitudes. In the 
end, the total points in each column produce the Dosage Pro¬ 
file, a series of five numbers which reflect the relative propor¬ 
tions of each of the five aptitudes in this order: Brilliant-Inter¬ 
mediate-Classic-Solid-Professional. 

“The ratio of points in the speed wing (Brilliant points + In¬ 
termediate points + V 2 the Classic points) to points in the stami¬ 
na wing (V 2 the Classic points + Solid points + Professional 
points) is the Dosage Index. (Dividing the stamina points into 
the speed points.) This number is directly proportional to the 
speed in a pedigree and inversely proportional to the stamina. A 
DI of 1.00 indicates a perfect balance of the two. 

“Consider the five aptitude groups as points spaced equally 
along a linear scale where Brilliant is assigned a value of +2.00, 
Intermediate is +1.00, Classic is 0.00, Solid is -1.00 and Profes¬ 
sional is -2.00, the DF allows for the calculation of the Center of 
Distribution, that point along the scale corresponding to the to¬ 
tal combined influence of all ‘Chefs’ in the pedigree. Calculation 
of the CD is done by taking the sum of (twice the Brilliant 
points) + (Intermediate points) - (Solid points) - (twice the Pro¬ 
fessional points) and dividing that number by the total points in 
the DP. An exact balance of speed and stamina yields a CD of 
0 . 00 .”

PEDIGREE CROSS INDEX 

This Pedigree Cross Index allows a breeder to nick, inbreed or outcross his broodmares by easy reference. Indexed are the 
names of sires and dams included within the first three generations of all the stallions in the 1998 Stallion Directory. 

Example: ALIBHAI - Deputed Testamony, Majesty’s Prince, Proud Truth 

In the above example, Alibhai appears in one of the first 3 generations of all of the stallions listed after him. 

Suppose a breeder has a mare that is a granddaughter of Bull Lea or has crosses of that sire in a mare’s pedigree. He may 
want to breed her to a stallion with Northern Dancer blood to take advantage of a Northern Dancer-Bull Lea nick. By looking up 
"Northern Dancer" in this index, he can quickly see all the stallions in this register that have Northern Dancer appearing in one of 
the first three generations of their pedigrees. 

If a breeder’s mare is a granddaughter of Nasrullah, he may wish to inbreed to that superior stallion and thereby get more of 
Nasrullah’s makeup in the foal. By checking "Nasrullah" in the index, the breeder can readily find all the advertised stallions that 
have Nasrullah in their pedigrees. 

What if a breeder's mare is already inbred or linebred? She might have 2 or 3 crosses of Princequillo in her first 4 generations 
for example. The breeder may want to make sure the stallion he choses for his mare has no Princequillo or no Princequillo close 
up in his pedigree. By looking up "Princequillo", he can see the stallions in this register he should avoid for this mare.
